RULES. 

On motion of Mr. Wiley, the rules of the last senate 
were adopted for the government of the senate until 
new rules are adopted. 

RECESS. 

On motion of Mr. Harrison, the senate took a recess 
until 3 o'clock this afternoon. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The senate re-assembled at 3 o'clock. 

A quorum was present. 

The president announced that the first business in 
order was the election of permanent officers of the 
senate. 


ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Harrison placed in nomination for president 
of the senate Hon. William D. J elks, of Barbour 
county.

The president said: 

Senators : Public office is a public trust. That 
trust is measured by the duties, responsibilities and 
honors of the office, to the extent that while in here 
in the office of State senator I have been trusted and 
honored by the people of Jefferson county, and in the 
presidency of the senate I have been honored by the 
senate. In the discharge of my duties and responsi¬ 
bilities I have endeavored to govern my conduct by 
the most rigid rules of integrity and fidelity, and with 
such ability as I possess. In some matters of legisla¬ 
tion I have succeeded, and in some things I have 
failed. This is in keeping with human experience, 
and, therefore, should not be unduly elated at any 
success I may have attained, nor inconsolable on ac¬ 
count of my failures. As president of the senate I 
have been uniformly treated by the utmost courtesy 
and generous consideration. For all of this I desire 
again to renew my thanks. I leave this body with 
the kindest feelings for all and malice for none. To 
the extent that my heart is capable I am deeply and 
profoundly grateful for the honors shown me. The 
president of the senate-elect will now come forward 
and take the oath of office. 

The committee conducted Mr. J elks to the chair, 
and he was introduced to the senate by the president, 
and the oath of office was administered to him by the 
retiring president of the senate.

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BIENNIAL MESSAGE 
OF 

J OS. F. J OHNSTON, GOVERNOR OF ALABAMA. 
1900. 


Gentlemen of the Senate and House : 

You are again assembled to consider the welfare of 
the commonwealth and to enact such laws as may 
seem necessary to you. No mistakes will be made if 
every member will seek only the public good. I shall 
submit very briefly to you the condition of the several 
departments of the State government, and respectfully 
urge each one to carefully read and consider the full 
and accurate reports made by the heads of these de¬ 
partments. 


FINANCIAL. 

In November, 1896, and before I was inaugurated 
as governor, the two houses of the general assembly 
appointed a joint committee to investigate the finan¬ 
cial condition of the State. This committee was com¬ 
posed of Senators Moody and Smith, and Representa¬ 
tives Merrill, Smith and Mitchell, two bankers—one 
an accomplished accountant, since elected chancellor— 
another the former treasurer of the State—since re¬ 
elected—and the other a gentleman who has since been 
the capable chairman of the committee on ways and 
means of the house. It would seem that it would be 
difficult to find five gentlemen in the State whose 
education and training rendered them more capable 
of reaching a correct conclusion, or whose high char¬ 
acter more entitled them to the confidence of the 
people. 
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On the 17th of November this committee reported 
that after conferring with the governor, Hon. Wm. C. 
Oates, and the auditor and treasurer, they found that 
on the first of J anuary next thereafter (1897) there 
would be a deficit of $568,065 84. 

This report was unanimously accepted by both 
houses—not a single member of either questioning its 
fiidelity or accuracy. 

Subsequently some question was made as to the ac¬ 
curacy of this report by one or two newspapers, and 
Auditor White, one of the most capable and faithful, 
as well as courageous officials the State has ever had, 
after a thorough examination, made a report to me on 
May 1st, 1897, showing what the actual condition of 
the treasury was on the 1st of January, 1897, preced¬ 
ing. This report showed that the apparent deficit was 
$621,480.65, but it included in that statement the bal¬ 
ances then to the credit of the convict and agricultural 
departments and the pension fund that had accumu¬ 
lated, which three amounts aggregated $47,831.65, and 
being deducted from the $621,480.65 left an actual de¬ 
ficit of $573,449.00. The joint committee doubtless 
did not consider these balances standing to the credit 
of the convict and agricultural departments and pen¬ 
sion fund as constituting an actual or present charge 
against the treasury, and the auditor's report shows 
that the committee were singularly accurate in their 
estimate, coming within $5,384 of the correct amount 
in an estimate that involved many hundred thousand 
dollars. 

I n order that you might have before you the proba¬ 
ble condition of the treasury on J anuary 1st, 1901, I 
asked the auditor to investigate and report to me. I 
transmit that report to you. It shows that there will 
be an apparent deficit on that day of $209,278.72 ; but 
from this, as he properly says, should be deducted the 
balances standing to the credit of the convict depart¬ 
ment—$75,000—and the agricultural department— 
$50,000—which would leave an apparent deficit of 
$84,000. You can by the passage of a bill covering 
these two balances into the treasury, dispose of them

as liabilities. They represent nothing more than the 
net receipts of these departments over and above ex¬ 
penses and charges, and belong to the people as much 
as any moneys in the general fund. 

In addition to this there is in the auditor's estimate, 
$55,000 standing to the credit of the pension fund, 
which cannot be called for or paid out for about ten 
months ; it is not a present demand ; so that practically 
there will be no deficit on J anuary 1st, 1901. 

It must be noted, too, that since the report of the 
joint committee in November 1896, there has been 
paid from the treasury $274,960 more for interest 
on our public debt, by reason of the increase, on J an¬ 
uary 1st, 1897, in the interest rate on our bonds, than 
in any preceding four years, and $200,000 more 
has been paid from the general fund for public schools 
than in any previous four years. 

I think these reports demonstrate two facts. First, 
that the actual, not technical, deficit, on J anuary 
1st, 1897, was $575,449.00, and second, that the treas¬ 
ury will have the cash on the first of J anuary, 1901, 
to meet every legitimate demand that can be made 
upon it. It also shows that had not the increased 
amounts noted above for interest on the public debt, 
($274,960) and increased appropriations to public 
schools ($200,000) been paid out, we would have a 
surplus on the 1st of J anuary, 1901, of about $500,000, 
instead of a deficit of $573,449.00, and that the net 
gain in four years has been over a million dollars. 

These results are largely due to better assessments 
that have been secured of our real and personal prop¬ 
erty, amounting since 1896 in the aggregate to about 
twenty-five million dollars ; to the recovery of bal¬ 
ances found due upon checking up the accounts of 
public officials ; to the rigid economy in the adminis¬ 
tration of your affairs ; to the admirable results ob¬ 
tained by our convict department—this alone contrib¬ 
uting more than $150,000 net gain during this time, 
and to the faithful and efficient services of your au¬ 
ditor and treasurer and other public servants. 

I n the light of these figures it is apparent that there 
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can be a decided reduction of taxation upon our 
people. I am confident that you can, with safety, re¬ 
duce the general tax rate of the State, nearly, or 
quite, one-fourth, without in any manner crippling 
the efficient administration of the law or effecting the 
high credit of our State, and I earnestly recommend 
that this be done. The reduction will tend to increase 
the assessed value of our property and bring out 
much that is now escaping its just share of taxation. 
Methods can always he found to get money out of a 
full treasury. It invites the cupidity of many, and 
appeals to the generosity of the law-makers. But a 
few months since a great clamor was raised by some 
because we had over a million dollars in cash in the 
treasury. There was no cause for it then, and we 
should avoid any just cause for such a complaint. If 
our present tax rate is continued and assessments 
maintained, it will provide largely more money than 
is needed for the economical administration of our 
government. It is much wiser and more patriotic and 
democratic to leave this surplus in the pockets of the 
people, rather than pile it up in the treasury, there to 
become a prolific source of temptation and to proba¬ 
bly disappear in unnecessary and unwise appropria¬ 
tions. 


PUBLIC DEBT. 

Under the several acts of the general assembly au¬ 
thorizing the governor to refund the public debt, I 
have made some negotiations looking to that end. 

I had propositions made that would have enabled 
me to refund the debt at less than three and one-half 
per cent, interest, but the parties insisted that the 
bonds should be converted from currency into gold 
bonds, and this I refused to do. The main trouble 
was that our bonds had some six years to run, and 
command a large premium. I do not think there will 
be any trouble, under existing law, to provide for the 
refunding of these bonds about the time they mature 
into new bonds bearing a little over three per cent. 
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interest, and thus save to the State a large sum an¬ 
nually. 


PENSIONS. 

I am gratified to state that the amount paid to our 
pensioners this year is largely in excess of any here¬ 
tofore received by them, although the number of pen¬ 
sioners has risen from 7,105 in 1896, to 11,224 this 
year, thus reducing the per capita distribution. 

The amounts paid for the past four years are as 
follows : 


1896—To first class.$23 35

From this it will be seen that the amounts paid this 
year are nearly double those of last year. 

The total cost of the examining boards, State and 
county, for the last fiscal year, was $3,140.85—less 
than 30 cents to each pensioner. In the light of 
statements and charges made about this last spring 
by certain speakers and newspapers, these figures will 
show how utterly reckless partisanship can become 
when influenced by prejudice and passion. 

Our present law, whilst needing some amendments, 
is the best we have ever had. Under it, after a de¬ 
serving old soldier or his widow has been put on the 
roll, they are at no further trouble, but to go to the 
probate judge and receive their warrants. 

Such amendments should be adopted as will secure 
to every gallant old soldier and his helpless widow, 
and to them only, this bounty of a grateful people. 
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MILITARY. 

I am gratified to state that our military establish¬ 
ment is in admirable condition. We have three regi¬ 
ments of infantry, four troops of cavalry and three 
batteries of artillery. These troops are splendidly 
commanded, most of the officers having received val¬ 
uable instruction as volunteers during the Spanish 
war. The men are from the very flower of our youth, 
and the equipment is now almost complete. The dis¬ 
cipline and conduct of these troops show how unneces¬ 
sary is a large standing army in this republic, and 
how thoroughly we can rely upon the patriotism and 
courage of our citizen soldiers in time of war. They 
have answered every call made upon them to main¬ 
tain the law with the greatest alacrity, and no service 
has ever brought a murmur of complaint even when 
cause existed. The whole expense to our treasury 
for the maintenance and instruction of these troops 
and their use in suppressing mobs and upholding the 
law during the four years of my administration, in¬ 
cluding the salary of the adjutant general, has been 
$60,551.82, as against $124,056.30 for the four years 
next preceding, as shown by the auditor's report. 

EDUCATIONAL. 

Progress has been made in our higher institutions 
of learning ; not all that we could wish, but it is grat¬ 
ifying to know that the progress is towards better 
work and higher standards. The school for white 
girls at Montevallo is doing admirable work. It is 
the only institution in our State where our girls have 
an opportunity anything like that so long enjoyed by 
the boys. It needs aid and I recommend it to your 
patriotic consideration. 

I also invite your attention to the first report of the 
institution incorporated by you some two years ago 
for caring for wayward and criminally disposed boys. 
The good women in charge have done so much with 
the small sum appropriated and the objects of the in- 
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stitution appeal so strongly to us, that they merit 
your aid. 

The agricultural schools, with one or two excep¬ 
tions, whilst doing something for education, mainly 
in their several localities, are doing scarcely anything 
for agriculture, the very thing they were created to 
develop. 


COMMON SCHOOLS. 

We certainly have great cause to rejoice in the pro¬ 
gress of our common schools. Our appropriations 
now for this cause are over one million dollars, nearly 
double what they were in 1896. Laws have been en¬ 
acted to secure more competent teachers ; these may 
need some changes, but have certainly been steps in. 
the right direction. The present capable and faithful 
superintendent has put his whole heart in the work 
with gratifying results. Public officials who have the 
courage to stand for right methods against any kind 
of clamor, will always in the end have the approval 
of those whose approval is desirable. Qualified county 
superintendents will strengthen the system. The 
people of the State stand almost as a unit for progress 
in this work, and will tolerate no steps backward. It 
is vastly more important that all the boys and girls in 
Alabama should know how to read and write than 
that a few hundred or thousand should have a classi¬ 
cal education. 

The common schools for the present year will remain 
open on an average of not less than five months, 
whilst in 1896 they averaged 66 days. The improve¬ 
ment in the quality of teachers has been almost as 
great. This is a great result to show in the short pe¬ 
riod of four years. We can now assert that in Ala¬ 
bama the door of a. free school is open to every child, 
and no longer can it be charged that we are denying 
any one an opportunity for that instruction that will 
illuminate his pathway in life. 

Permit me to respectfully summarize the progress 
that has been made in the past four years of demo¬ 
cratic administration : 
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1. The deficit has disappeared. 

2. The credit of our State is at the highest point in 
its history. 

3. Not a dollar of money has been borrowed in four 
years, and for more than three years every just claim 
has been paid promptly on presentation. 

4. Substantial progress has been made in securing 
better assessments and compelling all to contribute 
their just share to the burdens of government. 

5. The convict department, from being a drag on 

our treasury, is now contributing nearly $50,000 annu¬ 
ally to lessen the burden of the people. 

6. Our direct appropriation for common schools 

has been doubled, and the schools are taught better 
and the term has increased from 66 days to five 
months. 

7. School teachers have not been compelled to dis¬ 
count their well-earned compensation. 

8. Many thousand acres of school lands have been 
recovered or compensation obtained for the same. 

9. All officials collecting public revenues are faith¬ 
fully and promptly accounting for the same, and the 
State has not lost a dollar by any defaulter in over 
three years. 

10. Very few errors, and these generally of small 
amounts, are now found in the accounts of public 
officials. 

11. Crime has diminished fifteen per cent., as 
shown by the report of the attorney-general. 

12. The volunteer troops are in an admirable state 
of efficiency and the expense of maintaining them 
has been largely decreased. 

13. Confederate pensioners are now receiving nearly 
twice as much as a year ago. 

14. A beginning has been made in the rescue of 
wayward and criminally disposed children. 

I feel that I should do myself and the State an in¬ 
justice did I not mention in this message the cordial 
invitation extended to me to take part in the Alabama- 
Kearsage ceremonies and the royal welcome accorded 
to myself and staff and party by the governor and 
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people of New Hampshire. Such a gracious and gen¬ 
erous reception could only come from the hearts of 
brave people who have obliterated all sectional preju¬ 
dices and rejoice in the heroic deeds of our fathers 
and brethren because they were American citizens. 

I am sure that this visit will unite Alabama and 
New Hampshire in friendly bonds and that the affec¬ 
tionate regard that sprang up in our hearts for our 
hosts struck a responsive chord in theirs.

Hon. J os. F. J ohnston, Governor: 

DEAR SIR I hand you herewith a statement show¬ 
ing the condition of the State treasury on J anuary 1st, 
1901, as estimated by me. This estimate shows that 
there will be a deficit on that day of $209,278.92 as 
against a deficit of $621,480.65 on the 1st day of J an¬ 
uary, 1897. It will be observed that the State treas¬ 
ury is charged with $125,000.00 due the convict and 
agricultural departments. These amounts are due 
those funds, but are not needed by the departments 
to which they belong. The two departments are self 
supporting, and have no need of balances of such large 
amounts. They should be credited to the general 
fund, which would reduce the deficit to less than 
$100,000.00. When it is remembered that this ad¬ 
ministration has paid in the last four years $274,- 
960.00, increased interest on the public (bonded) debt 
of the State, and has given the public schools $200,- 
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000.00 more than heretofore, the statement should be 
entirely satisfactory to all concerned.

Mr. Moore, from the committee on rules, reported 
the following as the rules of the senate for the senate.

RULES OF THE SENATE. 

SESSION 1900-1901. 

RULE 1. The president having taken the chair, and a 
quorum being present, the journal of the preceding 
day shall be read to the end, and any mistake may be 
corrected that shall be made in the entry. 

2. Every senator, when he speaks, shall address 
the chair, standing in his place, and, when he has fin¬ 
ished, shall sit down. 

3. No senator shall speak more than twice on any 
question under debate, and shall not consume more 
than one hour at each time, without leave of the sen¬ 
ate ; but the originator of the pending question, or 
chairman of the committee reporting the measure, 
shall have the right to conclude the debate, the origi¬ 
nator of the pending question to have precedence. 

4. When two or more senators rise at the same 
time, the president shall name the senator who is to 
first speak. 

5. When a senator shall be called to order by the 
president, or a senator, he shall sit down ; and every 
question of order shall be decided by the president, 
without debate, subject to an appeal to the senate, 
and the president may call for the sense of the senate 
on any question of order. 

6. If a senator be called to order by a senator for 
words spoken, the exceptional words shall immedi¬ 
ately be taken down in writing by the secretary, that 
the president may be better enabled to judge of the 
matter. 

7. No senator shall absent himself from the ser¬ 
vice of the senate, for as long as one day, without 
leave of the senate first obtained. I n case a less num¬ 
ber than a quorum of the senate shall convene, they 
are hereby authorized to send the sergeant-at-arms, 
or any other person by them authorized, for any or 
all absent senators, as the majority of such senators 
present shall agree, at the expense of such absent 
senator, unless such excuse for non-attendance shall 
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be made, as a quorum of the senate shall judge suffi¬ 
cient, in which event the expense of securing the at¬ 
tendance of such senator shall be paid out of the con¬ 
tingent fund. 

8. When a motion shall be made, it shall be re¬ 
duced to writing, if desired by the president, or any 
senator, delivered at the table, and read, before the 
same shall be debated. 

9. When a question is under debate, no motion 
shall be received but— 

To adjourn, 

To adjourn to a day certain, 

To lay on the table, 

To postpone indefinitely, 

To postpone to a certain day, 

To commit, or 
To amend ; 

which several motions shall have precedence, in the 
order they stand arranged, and the motion for ad¬ 
journment shall always be in order, and be decided 
without debate. 

10. If the question in debate contains several 
points, any senator may move for a division, but on a 
motion to strike out and insert, it shall not be in or¬ 
der to move for a division of the question ; but the 
rejection of a motion to strike out and insert one 
proposition, shall not prevent a motion to strike out 
and insert a different proposition, nor prevent a subse¬ 
quent motion, simply to strike out, nor shall the re¬ 
jection of a motion simply to strike out, prevent a 
subsequent motion to strike out and insert. 

11. I n filling up blanks, the largest sum and long¬ 
est time shall be first put. 

12. When the reading of the paper is called for, 
and the same is objected to by any senator, it shall 

be determined by a vote of the senate, and without de¬ 
bate. 

13. The unfinished business in which the senate 
was engaged at the last preceding adjournment, shall 
have the preference in the special orders of the day. 

14. When the yeas and nays shall be called for by 



62 


one-tenth of the senators present, each senator called 
upon shall, unless for special reasons he be excused 
by the senate, declare openly, and without debate, 
his assent or dissent to the question. I n taking the 
yeas and nays, and upon the call of the senate, the 
names of the senators shall be called alphabetically, 
except that the name of the president shall be first 
called. 

15. When the yeas and nays shall be taken upon 
any question, in pursuance of the above rule, no sen¬ 
ator shall be permitted under any circumstances what¬ 
ever, to vote after the decision is announced from the 
chair. 

16. All motions to go into executive session shall 
be decided without debate. 

17. All joint resolutions, except those which re¬ 
quire immediate action, shall lie over one day, before 
they shall be considered by the Senate. 

18. No motion shall be deemed in order to admit 
any person whomsoever within the doors of the sen¬ 
ate chamber, to present any petition, memorial or ad¬ 
dress, or to have any such read. 

19. When a question has been made and carried 
in the affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for 
any senator of the majority to move for the reconsid¬ 
eration thereof; but no motion for the reconsideration 
of any vote shall be in order after a bill, resolution, 
message, report, amendment or motion, upon which 
the vote was taken, shall have gone out of the poses- 
sion of the senate, announcing their decision ; nor 
shall any motion for reconsideration be in order, un¬ 
less made on the same day on which the vote was 
taken, or by 12 o'clock next day. 

20. All questions shall be put by the president of 
the senate, and the senators shall signify their assent 
or dissent, by answering their aye or no. 

21. The president of the senate shall have the 
right to name a senator to perform the duties of the 
chair, but such substitution shall not exceed beyond 
adjournment. 
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22. After reading the journal, business shall be 
called in the following order: 

1st. Signing bills by president. 

2d. Call of districts. 

3d. House messages. 

4th. Reports from standing committees. 

5th. Reports from select committees. 

6th. Motions and resolutions. 

7th. Bills on third reading. 

8th. Regular order of the day at 12 m. 

9th. Miscellaneous business. 

The committees on enrolled and engrossed bills, 
and on journal, may report at any time. 

This order of business cannot be set aside except 
by a vote of three-fourths of the senators voting. 

When reports of standing committees are in order, 
the committee shall be entitled to the floor, last occu¬ 
pying it when the reports were in order. 

These rules shall not interfere with special orders 
for particular days, or special orders for the senate. 

Special orders shall be called at the hour of 12 
o'clock, unless specially set for some other hour; and a 
motion for a special order, if objected to, shall first be 
referred to and reported from the committee on rules. 

Under call of the districts, only bills, petitions, 
memorials, or resolutions which are to be referred to 
a committee, shall be introduced, and every bill, pe¬ 
tition, memorial, or other paper shall, upon the first 
reading thereof, be referred by the president to the 
standing committee having the subject matter thereof 
under consideration, unless the senate by a two- 
thirds vote order otherwise. And before any petition, 
or memorial addressed to the senate, shall be received 
and read at the table, whether the same shall be in¬ 
troduced by the president or a senator, a brief state¬ 
ment of the contents of the petition or the memorial 
shall verbally be made by the introducer. 

23. Every bill shall receive three readings previous 

to its being passed ; and the president shall give notice 
at each, whether it be first, second or third; which 
readings shall be on three different days. And no bill

shall become a law until it shall have been referred 
to a committee and returned therefrom, and upon its 
final passage read at length, and the vote taken by 
yeas and nays, and the names of the senators voting 
for and against the same be entered on the journal. 

24. The president shall, in the presence of the 
senate, sign all bills and joint resolutions passed by 
the General Assembly after the titles have been pub¬ 
licly read immediately before signing, and the fact of 
signing shall be entered on the journal. And all reso¬ 
lutions proposing amendments to the constitution, or 
to which the approbation or signature of the president 
may be requisite, or which may grant money out of 
the contingent fund, shall be treated in all respects, 

in the introduction and form of proceedings thereon 
in the senate, in a similar manner with bills. 

25. Bills on first reading shall be committed, and 
shall be read a second time when returned from the 
committee on any subsequent day. 

26. The final question, upon the second reading of 
every bill, resolution, constitutional amendment, or 
motion originating in the senate, and requiring three 
readings previous to its being passed, shall be, 
whether it shall be engrossed and read a third time 
and no amendment shall be received for discussion at 
the third reading of any bill, resolution, amendment 
or motion, unless by unanimous consent of the mem¬ 
bers present; but it shall at all times be in order, be¬ 
fore the final passage of any such bill, resolution, 
constitutional amendment or motion, to move its com¬ 
mitment, and if such commitment take place and any 
amendment be reported by the committee, the said 
bill, resolution, constitutional amendment or motion 
shall be again read a second time, and then the afore¬ 
said question shall be again put. 

27. The special orders of the day shall not be 
called by the chair before 12 o'clock, unless otherwise 
directed by the senate. 

28. The titles of bills and such parts thereof only 

as shall be effected by proposed amendments, shall be 
inserted on the journals. 
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29. The proceedings of the senate, when not in 
committee of the whole, shall be entered on the jour¬ 
nal as concisely as possible, care being taken to detail 
a true and accurate account of its proceedings ; but 
every vote of the senate shall be entered on the jour¬ 
nal, and a brief statement of the contents of each pe¬ 
tition, memorial or paper presented to the senate, shall 
also be inserted on the journal. 

30. The president of the senate shall appoint the 
chairman and members of the standing committees. 

31. When motions are made for reference of the 
same subject to a select committee, and to a standing 
committee, the question on reference to the standing 
committee shall be first put 

32. When acting on confidential or executive bus¬ 
iness the senate shall be cleared of all persons except 
the secretary, the assistant secretary and doorkeeper. 
The executive and confidential legislative proceedings 
shall be kept in a separate book from the public legis¬ 
lative proceedings of the senate. 

33. The committee on rules may at any time report 
a special rule that debate on a pending measure shall 
cease at a certain hour, and a vote be taken on the 
measure. The consideration of such special rule shall 
not exceed thirty minutes, when a vote shall be taken 
thereon. 

34. When any question may have been decided by 
the senate, in which two-thirds of the senators present 
are necessary to carry the affirmative, any senator 
who votes on that side which prevailed in the ques¬ 
tion, may be at liberty to move for a reconsideration, 
and a motion for a reconsideration, shall be decided 
by a majority of votes. And every bill, question or 
measure may be reconsidered at any time before 12 
o'clock of the succeeding day, and no motion to table 

a motion to reconsider shall be in order, if made on 
the same day the proposition proposed to be reconsid¬ 
ered, was carried, and no motion to take from the 
table a motion to reconsider shall be in order, without 
giving one day's notice. 

35. Messages shall be sent to the house of repre¬ 

ss 
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sentatives by the secretary, who shall previously en¬ 
dorse the final determination of the senate thereon. 

36. Messages may be introduced in any stage of 
business, except while a question is being put, while 
the yeas and nays are being called, or while the bal¬ 
lots are being counted. 

37. The reporters shall be placed on the floor of 
the senate by the secretary or under his direction. 

38. The presiding officer of the senate shall have 
the regulation and control of such parts of the capitol, 
and of its passages, as are or may be set apart for the 
use of the senate and its officers. 

39. Persons admitted on the floor of the senate 
chamber while the senate is in session : 

1. Executive officers of the State and of the United 
States. 

2. J udges and ex-judges of the State and of the 
United States courts, members of congress and mem¬ 
bers of the general assembly. 

3. Ex-members of congress and ex-senators of Ala¬ 
bama. 

4. Editors and reporters, at such tables as may .be 
assigned on the floor or in the bar. 

All other persons are excluded therefrom, and 
all persons are to be excluded from the bar, and the 
chairs and seats of the senators, and from the closets 
of the senate chamber, and from being near the fire¬ 
places, except such as are invited by members of the 
senate by card, which the secretary shall have printed 
and furnished to the members. 

No smoking shall be allowed in the senate cham¬ 
ber. 

40. The time of meeting of the senate each day 
shall be 10;30 o'clock a. m., except on Monday, on 
which it shall convene at 12 o'clock noon ; and in all 
cases, upon the adjournment of the senate, the secre¬ 
tary shall enter on the journal the hour of adjourn¬ 
ment, and the name of the member on whose motion 
the adjournment was had. 

41. To aid in the dispatch of business there shall 
be twenty-two standing committees upon the follow- 
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ing subjects, and to consist of the number herein¬ 
after named. 

1. On judiciary, including rules and regulations ; 
to consist of seven members. 

2. On revision of laws ; to consist of seven mem¬ 
bers. 

3. On constitution, and constitutional revisions 
and amendment; to consist of seven members. 

4. On finance and taxation, including accounts 

and claims, fees and salaries, and contingent fund ; to 
consist of eleven members. 

5. Banking and insurance ; to consist of five mem¬ 
bers. 

6. On penitentiary, prisons and punishment; to 
consist of seven member. 

7. On corporations ; to consist of seven members. 

8. On local legislation ; to consist of five mem¬ 
bers. 

9. On education ; to consist of seven members. 

10. On commerce and common carriers, including 
highways and manufactures ; to consist of seven mem¬ 
bers. 

11. On mining and manufactures; to consist of 
seven members. 

12. On agriculture; to consist of seven members. 

13. On municipal and county organization, and to 
include poor laws and charitable institutions ; to con¬ 
sist of seven members. 

14. On immigration, industrial resources and pub¬ 
lic buildings ; to consist of seven members. 

16. On privileges and elections, including griev¬ 
ances, disabilities and registration ; to consist of seven 
members. 

16. On printing; to consist of three members. 

17. On public health; to consist of seven members. 

18. On military ; to consist of three members. 

19. On temperance; to consist of seven members. 

20. On engrossed bills ; to consist of three mem¬ 
bers. 

21. On enrolled bills ; to consist of three members. 

22. On revision of the journal; to consist of five 
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members, whose duty it shall be to examine in refer¬ 
ence to each bill or resolution finally passed by the 
general assembly, and report whether the journal con 
tains the entries in reference thereto required by the 
constitution. 

23. On rules ; to consist of five members, with the 
right to report at any time. 

42 Bills on third reading, postponed to day cer¬ 
tain, shall take precedence on such days, and from 
day to day thereafter until disposed of, of bills on 
third reading, and the precedence of such postponed 
bills shall be in the order of their postponement re¬ 
spectively. 

43. No discussion or debate shall be allowed while 
a vote is being taken, except by unanimous consent 
of the senate. 

44. A motion to lay on the table any amendment 
or substitute shall not carry with it the original bill, 
resolution or proposition. 

45. The secretary of the senate is required to fur¬ 
nish daily to the members of the senate a printed cal¬ 
endar of all the bills and resolutions intended to have 
the force of laws on third reading, in the order in 
which they are entitled to consideration. 

46. All the bills reported adversely by any commit¬ 
tee shall be retained by the chairman of the commit¬ 
tee unless called for by three-fifths of the senators 
voting. The chairman will then report the bill, 

which will be read a second time, and the adverse re¬ 
port will come up for consideration, when regularly 
reached on the calendar. 

47. No motion to suspend, modify or amend any 
rule or any part thereof, shall be in order except on 
one day's notice in writing, specifying precisely the 
rule, or part thereof, proposed to be suspended, modi 
fied or amended and the purpose thereof; and before 
any vote shall be taken on such motion, it shall be 
first referred to the committee on rules, and the said 
committee must report thereon ; but any rule may be 
suspended by unanimous consent of the senate, and 
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alterations of the rules shall be decided by a majority 
vote. 

48. All resolutions shall be referred to and re¬ 
ported from the committee on rules before considera¬ 
tion by the senate, Provided that this shall not apply 
to resolutions requiring immediate consideration. 

On motion of Mr. Windham said report was adopted 
and 200 copies ordered printed.

JOINT RULES OF THE TWO HOUSES OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY OF ALABAMA. 

SESSION 1900-1901. 

1. Upon the reception of a message from either 
house notifying the other of the originating and pass¬ 
ing of bills, the secretary or clerk, as the case may 
be, shall, immediately after the message is read, pro¬ 
ceed to read the bills by their titles, unless the read¬ 
ing be called for by some member, in which event the 
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bill shall be read at length, and referred to a com¬ 
mittee. The house or senate, as the case may be, 
shall then proceed with the business upon which it 
was engaged when the message was received; Pro¬ 
vided, that messages from one house to the other 
shall take precedence over all other questions. 

2. When house or senate bills are signed by the 
speaker or president of the senate, thereupon the 
clerk or secretary, as the case may be, shall notify the 
other house and request the signature of the presid¬ 
ing officer to the same ; and as soon as the message is 
read, the presiding officer shall immediately sign the 
bills in the presence of the house or senate, as pre¬ 
scribed by the constitution. 

3. That no local or special bill shall be introduced 
into either house unless the member who introduces 
it discloses at the time the fact that the notice requir¬ 
ed by the constitution and laws has been given, and 
submits the proof thereof with the bill. 

4. No bill shall be introduced into either house for 
the creation of any corporation, not educational, ele- 
mosynary or religious in its purposes, by any special 
act of the general assembly of Alabama unless a re¬ 
ceipt from the treasurer of the State, evidencing the 
payment of the fee, or license, required by law, ac¬ 
companies such bill. 

5. Bills affecting individuals or private corpora¬ 
tions are local or special bills within the meaning of 
the preceding rule 3, but said rules does not apply to 
bills relating to public or educational institutions of, 
or in this State, or to industrial, mining, immigra¬ 
tion or manufacturing corporations, or interests, or 
to corporations for constructing canals, or improving 
navigable rivers and harbors, of this State ; nor to 
bills which apply to all persons within the territorial 
limits to be affected thereby, and general in their ap¬ 
plication to the class or locality. 

6. All bills for amendment to any section or part 
of the code, in which the subject matter is stated in 
the title by reference to the section or other sub-divis¬ 
ion of the code, must contain on the back of the bill, 
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immediately below the title, a brief statement of the 
general subject to which such section or sub-division 
relates.

duties of the office after qualifying, by reason of 
death, or from other cause," 

Which was returned to the house of representatives 
by the governor with his objections thereto, which 
said objections have been entered at large upon the 
journals of the house, and after such reconsideration, 
a majority of the whole number elected to the house 
of representatives voted for the passage of said bill, 
and said bill passed; yeas, seventy (70) ; nays nine¬ 
teen (19), and said bill is herewith sent, together 
with such objections thereto, to the senate of Ala¬ 
bama.

HOUSE MESSAGE. 

The house message and the house bill No. 2, and 
the accompanying document, to-wit: 

State of Alabama, 

Executive Department, 

Office of the Governor. 

Montgomery, November 22, 1900. 
Gentlemen of the House : 

I return you herewith, without my approval, house 


9s 
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bill No. 2, to provide for the administration of the 
office of governor, etc. This bill enacts into statute 
law the fifteenth section of the Fifth Article of the 
Constitution in every particular, except that it strikes 
out from the first clause the words "removal from 
office" and inserts in the same clause language that 
confers upon the president of the senate the right to 
exercise the power and authority of the office of gov¬ 
ernor "in case of the failure of the governor-elect to 
qualify or enter upon the discharge of the duties of the 
office after qualifying by reason of death or from any 
other cause." 

This bill, in effect, adds another clause to the Fif¬ 
teenth Section of the Fifth Article of the Constitution. 

It is hardly to be presumed that the framers of the 
constitution failed to provide for some one to exercise 
the power and discharge the duties of governor in case 
of a vacancy in that office, from any cause whatever. 

If such provision was made, it cannot be changed by 
legislative act. If this bill is merely an attempt to 
declare the meaning of the constitutional provision, it 
is wholly unnecessary. 

The bill practically atternps to do two things—first, 
to substitute for the constitutional words "refusal to 
qualify," the words refusal or failure to qualify and, 
second, to provide that upon the failure of the gover¬ 
nor-elect to qualify or eater upon the discharge of the 
duties of the office, the president of the senate shall 
fill the office. 

The fifteenth section of the fifth article undertakes 
to name every event the happening of which will give 
the president of the senate the right or title to occupy 
the office. 1 doubt whether the General Assembly 
can add any other clause that would give him such 
right, If it could add one it could add any, and in 
doing so utterly ignore and repudiate the provisions 
of the fifth section of the same article, which provides 
that the governor shall continue in office until his 
successor shall be elected and qualified. Suppose 
there was a failure to elect, can it be contended that 
the legislature could provide that the president of the 
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senate or any other person than the governor should 
occupy the office? Yet this bill provides that the fail¬ 
ure to qualify shall give him the title. 

I think the purpose of the framers of the constitu¬ 
tion wished mainly to provide a temporary successor 
to the person elected by the people and that it was 
never contemplated that any one other than the one 
elected should hold practically for an entire term, or 
any considerable part of it. It seems to me that, if it 
be within the limits of the constitution, it would be 
unwise to provide for an election by the people in the 
event of the death of the governor-elect before he 
should be duly installed into office, or of his inability 
to discharge its duties. 

Another very serious objection to this bill, even were 
it free from any constitutional objection, is that al¬ 
though it provides that when the president of the sen¬ 
ate is discharging the duties of the governor, and the 
governor, who is absent or impeached, shall return, 
or be acquitted, or be freed from other disabilities, 
the president of the senate must vacate the office to 
him ; yet there is no provision requiring him to vacate 
the office of the governor-elect who has failed to qual¬ 
ify or enter upon the discharge of the duties of the 
office from any cause, shall recover and demand pos¬ 
session of the office. I do not see any reason why a 
specific provision should not have been inserted care¬ 
fully securing this right to the governor-elect, Under 
this bill if governor-elect Samford should be too un¬ 
well on December 1st, next, to qualify or enter upon 
the duties of the office, and should recover sufficiently 
by the 15th of December to do so and should appear 
at the capitol and propose to do so, there is no pro¬ 
vision that requires the president of the senate to sur¬ 
render the office to him. 

The provision of the fifth section of the fifth article, 
that the governor shall continue in office until his 
successor is elected and qualified was evidently framed 
for just such an emergency, and to secure the people 
in their choice of the chief magistrate. No governor 
elected by the people could under his oath and con- 
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science refuse to yield the office to his legally elected 
successor when he was ready to qualify and enter 
upon the discharge of the duties of the office. 

So many and diverse opinions have been expressed 
as to the correct construction of the constitutional 
provisions on this subject, and so deplorable would be 
the result of an unseemly contest over the office or 
doubt as to the legal title of its occupant, that it seems 
to me that it would be wise for the general assembly 
to request the supreme court to it an opinion covering 
all these questions and suggesting, what, if any, leg¬ 
islation should be had to carry out the letter and 
spirit of that instrument. This tribunal would in the 
end have the question to decide should any dispute 
arise, and our court is so able and impartial that all 
would yield a ready acquiescence in its opinion and be 
guided by its advice.

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION.

Whereas, The annexation of that portion of said 
State to Alabama would prove of incalculable benefit 
to this great and growing commonwealth, opening as 
it would better and more extended facilities for the 
transportation of coal, iron, lumber and other products 
of our State to the markets of the world ; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That the people of Alabama earnestly 
sympathize with, the citizens of West Florida and 
the Young Men's Business League of Pensacola 
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in their efforts to annex that portion of said State to 
the State of Alabama, and the General Assembly of 
Alabama pledges them our hearty co-operation and 
support in every honorable way to bring about this 
much desired end. 

Be it further resolved by the senate, the house con¬ 
curring, that a committee of five, three upon the part 
of the house and two upon the part of the senate, 
be appointed to confer with the governor and legis¬ 
lature of the State of Florida and other proper au¬ 
thorities of the State and ascertain as near as practi¬ 
cable on what terms and what sum or sums of money 
will be necessary to obtain the consent of the State of 
Florida to this proposed annexation. Said commit¬ 
tee to undertake the ascertainment of these facts dur¬ 
ing the coming recess and report the result of their 
labors by bill or otherwise immediately on the re¬ 
convening of the general assembly after the recess.

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REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE OF THE SENATE AND HOUSE 

OF REPRESENTATIVES TO VISIT THE ALABAMA INDUS- 
TRIAL SCHJOL FOR WHITE BOYS AT EAST LAKE. 

Mr. President: 

The joint committee of the senate and house of rep¬ 
resentatives appointed to visit the Alabama Industrial 
School for white boys near East Lake, in J efferson 
county, beg leave to report that in the discharge of 
the duty imposed upon them by the joint resolution 
of the two houses, they proceeded on the 4th instant 
to said place, and were given every possible facility 
to make an inspection of the premises, to inquire into 
the methods and efficiency of its management, and 
to examine as far as possible, with the time at their 
command, its practical operation and results. 

The indusdry exhibited by the noble women of our 
State who are in immediate touch with the manage¬ 
ment of this important and much needed institution 
is evident in every direction, and the progress made 
in a very brief period, even without considering their 
lack of means and the presence of obstacles to be sur¬ 
mounted is creditable to them in the highest degree, 
while the work of the superintendent and his assist¬ 
ant in educating the boys in the elementary branches 
of our language, in training them in singing, march¬ 
ing, drilling and in physical development, thus incul¬ 
cating in them habits of method and system, and to 
the extent of the means at hand in agricultural and 
mechanical labor deserves special commendation. 

The committee think that it should be a source of 
gratification to the directors of the institution as well 
as to every citizen of Alabama who feels an interest 
in the institution, that they have been able to com¬ 
mand the services of the superintendent, Mr. C. D. 

Griffin, whose long experience in the management of 
reformatories and devoted labors in that behalf make 
him a signally valuable factor in the management of 
the East Lake Reformatory and its development to a 
thoroughly successful system of operation. For lack 
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of time to go somewhat more in detail as to the finan¬ 
cial management and needs of the institution, your 
committee respectfully request that the first bi-ennial 
report of the board of directors herewith appended 
may be taken and considered as a part of this report. 

Your committee is convinced of the present press¬ 
ing and growing necessity for a reformatory, and of 
the admirable and intelligent management which has 
characterized its organization and inception in prac¬ 
tical work, recommend, in order to aid the institution 
in obtaining the means necessary for the proper man¬ 
agement and efficient operation, the passage of house 
bill No. 316 now on the calendar of the house.

Gentlemen of the Senate and House : 

After considering the state of the treasury with 
reference to the many and large appropriations already 
made, I though it right to advise the general assem¬ 
bly to pass no further appropriations beyond the gen¬ 
eral appropriation bill now in the senate holding that 
bill substantially to amounts which have been allowed 
before ; at least until after the recess, which would 
give Governor Samford an opportunity to advise with 
the legislature, suggesting the bounds at which a lib¬ 
eral-minded body of law-makers must necessarily 
pause. In the meantime, the revenue bill will be 
ready, allowing the members of the general assembly 
and the executive to indulge in more accurate figures 
as to the resources of the State than is now possible. 

I hope the general assembly will observe the sug¬ 
gestions. It seems to me only fair to the new admin¬ 
istration and not unfair to any interest.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Nunnelee, from a special committee, submitted 
the following report: 

Mr. President: 

Your special committee to which was referred the 
duty of looking into the State treasurer's office, to see 
whether or no he needs an additionl clerk, beg leave 
to report: 

That we have made a careful inspection of the office 
of the State treasurer and it is our opinion that he 
needs the additional clerk asked for. The revenues of 
the State have almost doubled in the last twenty years 
and yet there is no more force employed in the treasu¬ 
rer's office than there was twenty years ago. In¬ 
creased revenues have brought on additional office 
work and the force now employed in the State treasu¬ 
rer's office is entirely too small to transact the in¬ 
creased volume of business that goes through the 
office. No bank in the State would attempt to do the 
volume of business that the treasurer's office does with 
so small a force. The treasurer sometimes receives 
as much as $100,000 in silver per day, and the work 
of counting that sum would employ the attention of a 
clerk for many hours, taking him away from his cleri¬ 
cal duties on the books of the office. Your committee 
has examined the reports of the treasurer, as shown 
in the published statements, and beg leave to report 
that it is our opinion that he is entitled to the addi¬ 
tional clerk that he asks for, at a salary of $1,500 per 
annum.

PERSONAL PRIVI LEGE. 

Mr. Hurst arose in his place and submitted the fol¬ 
lowing petition, which was referred to the 

COMMITTEE ON RULES. 

To the Honorable Senate of Alabama Senators : 

I, as contestant before your Honorable body for a 
seat from the 15th senatorial district, respectfully in¬ 
vite your attention to the following facts : 

The returns of the senatorial election, held August 
6, 1900, for the counties of Shelby, Chilton and El¬ 
more, composing said senatorial district, that were 
duly delivered to the sheriffs of said counties by the 
respective precinct returning officers, show that I 
was elected to the position now held by my compet¬ 
itor by more than four hundred majority in said dis¬ 
trict, after the aforesaid election returns of Elmore 
county were duly delivered to the sheriff of that 
county, twelve of the precinct ballot boxes were 
opened by parties unknown and the tally lists therein 
changed by erasing three hundred and seventy votes 
from my vote and adding the same number to the 
vote of my competitor—in this way making a differ¬ 
ence of seven hundred and forty votes in his favor. 

Thus the certificate of election was fraudulently 
secured to him, as the county board of supervisors of 
elections for Elmore county canvassed the returns of 
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aforesaid election from the tally lists and not, as re¬ 
quired by law, from the certified statement of votes 
as signed and rendered by the respective precinct in¬ 
spectors of election. That said certified statement of 
votes which are in your possession, were not altered 
and are now just as they were returned to the sheriff 
of said county by the proper authorities. 

I would respectfully invite the attention of each 
senator to said certified statement of votes, and to 
aforesaid tally lists, which are also in the possession 
of your Honorable body, that each of you may see for 
himself the fraudulent changes that were clumsily 
made, I would also invite your attenton to the sworn 
statement of the judge of probate of Elmore county, 
a member of aforesaid county board of supervisors of 
election. That said board canvassed the returns from 
the tally list in disregard of the law that requires 
that the canvass be made from the inspectors certified 
statement of votes. 

In view of these plain admitted frauds, and in 
order to avoid unnecessary strife and scandal, I, 
through Honorable A. T. Goodwyn as my authorized 
representative, proposed to the Honorable chairman 
of the Democratic State Executive Committee, that he, 
if agreeable to my competition, investigate the facts 
in this case and that we accept his report as conclu¬ 
sive, but he declined the proposition. 

Recognizing that a right to a seat is a question of 
the highest privilege in all legislative bodies. 

I have hopefully and repeatedly solicited the Hon¬ 
orable chairman of your election committee to name 
a day for the hearing of this case, but I have so far 
failed to receive any satisfactory reasons for delay. 

So, I deem it my duty to my constituents to address 
this petition to your Honorable body, earnestly asking 
that you take such action as will secure prompt justice 
to all concerned. I plead not for mere personal con¬ 
sideration, but for the civilization of law and against 
the barbarism of anarchy.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR.

Gentlemen of the General Assembly : 

Assuming the responsibilities of the Chief Execu¬ 
tive of the State of Alabama by the authority of the 
registered will of a generous and confiding people, it 
would be exceedingly appropriate for me to embrace 
the first opportunity presented to observe a custom, 
unbroken through the course of many years, of giving 
to the general assembly a brief expression of my views 
touching mutters of interest to the State. The ob¬ 
servance of this custom is rendered largely unneces¬ 
sary by the fact that my physical condition prevented 
me from assuming the duties of the office until you 
had consumed half the time of the session in perform¬ 
ing your legislative duties. However, with your per¬ 
mission, I wish to call your attention to a few mat¬ 
ters that in my humble opinion, you will do well to 
consider, in the remaining days of the session of the 
general assembly. 

Before doing so, allow me to say that it is a matter 
of congratulation to all the people, and of profound 
personal gratification to myself, that peace, prosperi¬ 
ty, and good will prevail practically in every section 
and community of the State. The asperities and indi¬ 
vidual alienation growing out of the political dissen¬ 
sions of recent years are happily forgotten in the era 
of good feeling and cordial neighborship observable 
among a reunited, harmonious, and contented citizen¬ 
ship. 

I trust and believe that we are entering upon the en¬ 
joyment of that desirable condition for which the pa¬ 
triotic heart of the great Houston longed, when he ex¬ 
claimed : "The State needs rest." With the mate¬ 
rial blessings necessary to the wants, the comfort, 
and even the luxury of humanity, stored away by 
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a loving father's hand in the hills and valleys and 
prairies of this great Commonwealth, with a prodi¬ 
gality as limitless as human desire and boundless as 
divine love, it will be our fault if discontent and dis¬ 
quietude should prevail amongst us as a people. I 
need not remind you that the happiness of a whole 
people will be largely contributed to by the enact¬ 
ment and execution of legislation that is wise, just 
and conservative. 

[TAXATION. 

For thirty-five years past, owing to the impoverish¬ 
ed condition of the south, caused by the great civil 
war, the subject of taxation has engaged the attention 
of the law-makers more earnestly and absorbingly 
than any other. That our revenue laws are still far 
from perfect is manifest from the constant dread and 
apprehension of a deficit in the treasury. How to 
raise sufficient revenue properly to administer the af¬ 
fairs of State with as little inconvenience and annoy¬ 
ance as possible to the tax-payer, has been the upper¬ 
most problem in the minds of conservative, thought¬ 
ful legislators, at each recurring session of the gener¬ 
al assembly, for a great many years past. The hope 
to have revenue laws perfectly free from inequality 
and just criticism is a hope that never has, and, pos¬ 
sibly, never will be fully realized. The patriotic ef¬ 
fort to solve this problem has caused frequent changes 
in the revenue laws of the State, which changes are 
made with such rapidity, that often the law is amend¬ 
ed or repealed before its merits or defects are demon¬ 
strated by experience. 

As has been well said, "Self-taxation is the founda¬ 
tion of English freedom." Alabama enjoys that boon 
of free men to-day, but the great mass of the citizens 
of this commonwealth honestly desire a sufficiency of 
taxation to pay public obligations, to provide properly 
for education of children, and to administer effectively 
public affairs. While this is true, and while our rev¬ 
enue laws are enacted with the view of having the 
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burden of taxation to bear equally on all, it is a fact, 
that practically, there is more or less inequality in 
this regard. There are many reasons conducive to 
this unfortunate condition. The tax assessors of the 
counties, being elective officers, with short terms, and 
in most cases, candidates for re-election, are naturally 
disposed to allow the tax payer to value his own prop¬ 
erty. There being no fixed standard of values, it is 
not surprising that wide differences exist in the assess¬ 
ment of property of equal value ; and, as the law gen¬ 
erally requires construction as to the meaning of terms, 
that construction is generally indulged by the tax¬ 
payer that is most favorable to him. So much so, that 
there has grown up an idea voiced in the expression, 
that there is real value of property and a tax value that 
is lower than the real value, notwithstanding the law 
requires all property to be assessed at its real value. 
There being no board of appraisers in this State, such 
inconsistency will naturally continue to prevail, and 
inequality of taxation naturally result. As long as 
the assessments are thus unequally made, we can ex¬ 
pect nothing else than that values of property will 
remain low, and the rate of taxation necessarily cor¬ 
respondingly high. It is the part of wisdom to recog¬ 
nize facts as they are, and. deal with them accordingly. 

What is ample remedy for the defect in our revenue 
law, is not so apparent. Other States have appraisers, 
appoint assessors with long terms of office, and the 
like. Such departures are too radically different from 
what has long been our machinery, to be attempted 
at this time. The legislature very recently attempted 
a remedy in the passage of what is commonly known 
as the Back Tax Law. That it has, in its adminis¬ 
tration, been abused in some instances, may be true, 
and, on account of such abuse, it has become quite 
unpopular, but that it had a salutary effect in secur¬ 
ing more nearly equal taxation than existed prior to 
its enactment, will be apparent to any one who will 
take the trouble to look into its practical results. It 
has really not been in operation long enough to test 
its efficiency. It has added several millions of dollars 
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to the tax values of property in the State. That it has 
had the effect of causing some men to assess their 
property at a fair valuation is apparent from the tax 
returns. Indeed, I have heard it reported that some 
tax payers (I am willing to believe they are few) see¬ 
ing a movement to abolish the law, are refraining from 
giving in their property for taxation until the result 
of the movement to abolish the law is seen. That such 
a law is unpopular in some sections, we are fully ap¬ 
prised. That unpopularity has been caused not en¬ 
tirely on account of any just objection to the principle 
underlying the law, but, possibly, because some, un¬ 
fortunately, desire to evade a proper assessment of 
their property, and possibly, because of the abuse in 
the administration of the law. Any law, however 
just, wise and proper, can be rendered unpopular by 
abuse in its administration. 

I n view of the fact that present appropriations are 
so large, it is apparent that some means must be de¬ 
vised by which to obtain fair tax valuation, or the 
State must be subjected to the mortification of being 
unable to meet the public demands—for the rate of 
taxation is now at the constitutional limit. This is the 
problem that you, gentlemen of the General Assem¬ 
bly, must, in your wisdom, solve. I am free to con¬ 
fess that I doubt the wisdom of repealing the back tax 
law. If there are defects in it, amend the law so as to 
have it operate fairly, justly, and equally upon all. 
Without intending to criticise in the least the admin¬ 
istration of this law in the past, I also add that all tax 
commissioners should be men of such fairness, wis¬ 
dom, and patriotism, as that such qualities in them 
would be manifest to all men, and thereby render the 
law popular in its administration. I believe this can 
be done. On the contrary, the repeal of the law, with¬ 
out some similar substitute, is likely to leave the ma¬ 
chinery for collection of the revenue necessary to meet 
the appropriations and demands of the State so in¬ 
efficient as to cause a serious deficit, a condition that 
no thoughtful citizen would desire to see. I am not 
wedded exclusively to the "back tax" commission law, 
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though, not being wholly untried, it seems to me to be 
the most feasible legislation now in sight. Perhaps, in 
your wisdom, you may devise an efficient substitute. 

If so, I will cordially second any effort you may make ; 
but that something must be done, is not an open 
question. 

The General Assembly, before its adjournment for 
the recess, appointed a committee to investigate the 
condition of the treasury I cannot know what will 
be the report of that committee, but I doubt not that 
when that report is made, the force of the suggestions 
hereinbefore made will be manifest, and I therefore 
invite your very serious consideration to the condition 
of the finances of the State. 

As accentuating the gravity of the situation, I call 
your attention to the fact that the auditor's statement 
of assets and liabilities at the close of business, Sept. 
30th, 1900, discloses a deficit of $184,564.22. Since 
that time there have been very large appropriations 
passed, which, if his estimates are correct, even if the 
taxable values are maintained, will cause that deficit 
for the present year to be considerably increased. Be¬ 
sides, owing to an error in the revenue law passed by 
the last General Assembly, there will necessarily have 
to be refunded a large amount of license tax that has 
been paid in, which increases the amount of the dis¬ 
bursements. 

To go a little more into the details of the financial 
condition of the State : On assuming the duties of 
the office, I requested one of the State Examiners to 
prepare me a statement of the apparent condition of 
the treasury, and I give to you a part of the informa¬ 
tion I obtained from him for your consideration : 

The Auditor's report for the fiscal year, ending 
Sept. 30th, 1900, shows a deficit, as before stated, in 
the State treasury for that year, amounting to $184,- 
564.22. The available cash at that date, as stated by 
the Auditor, amounted to $620,767.68. Liabililies 
amounted to $751,056.90, and "estimated liabilities" 
to $54,275.00, making a total of liabilities of $805,- 
331.90. Deducting the available cash from the total 
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liabilities, the deficit is shown to be, as before stated, 
$184,564.22. 

Further, the Auditor's estimate of receipts for the 
fiscal year ending September 30th, 1901, is $2,547,- 
500.00. His estimate of disbursements for the year is 
$2,526,970.00 ; showing a balance of receipts over dis¬ 
bursements of $20,530.00. So that, according to the 
Auditor's report, the estimated deficit September 30th, 
1901, will be $164,034.22. He bases his estimate of 
receipts from taxes on real and personal property, 
based upon a valuation made last year, amounting to 
$266,893,288.00; which, for general purposes, with 
the tax rate of five and one-half mills, will produce 
taxes amounting to $1,467,972.92. 

The auditor's estimate of general taxes that will 
reach the State treasury, it will be seen, is $1,380,- 
000.00, which is about $28,575.00 in excess of receipts 
from general taxes last year, when the valuation from 
which collections were made was $258,960,487.77; 
that is, a valuation of $7,932,800.00 less than the 
present year. 

The auditor's estimate of receipts from licenses this 
year is $155,000.00. The receipts from licenses for the 
year ending Sept. 30th, 1900, were $205,288.09; for 
the first year ending September 30th, 1899, they were 
$182,045.06, and for the year ending September 30th, 
1898, they were $158,304.88. But the revenue law of 
February 23d, 1899, having been declared unconstitu¬ 
tional, by the Supreme Court, the general assembly 
passed an act, approved December 13th, 1900, "To 
refund and pay back certain State and county license 
money," collected under the void act. The exact 
amount necessary to be paid under that act, I do not 
know, but it will amount to a considerable sum—ap¬ 
proximately, $50,000.00. 

The auditor, of course, made his estimate of re¬ 
ceipts and disbursements for the current year, under 
the laws in force at the time he made it; the present 
general assembly, however, as before stated, has in¬ 
creased the appropriation, which will demand a cor¬ 
responding increase in the disbursements for the cur- 
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rent year. Some of those appropriations consist of 
an increase of $100,000.00 to the public school fund ; 
$65,000.00 in aid of the Girls' Industrial School at 
Montevallo—payable in three installments, the last 
installment of which is payable J uly 1st, 1901. An¬ 
other appropriation is the sum of $15,000.00 for the 
I ndustrial School for White Boys for the two years be¬ 
ginning J anuary 1st, 1901. $10,000.00 of this latter 
appropriation, however, is made for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1901. Also $25,000.00 for the benefit of the 
Alabama Insane Hospital, payable in different install¬ 
ments ; $20,000.00 of which is to be paid during the 
current fiscal year. Also an appropriation of $10,- 
000.00 for the repairing of the buildings and grounds 
of the State Normal College at Florence, of which 
$5,000 00 is payable in J anuary, 1901, and $5,000.00 
in J anuary, 1902. Also, an appropriation for two 
hundred copies of J ames J. Mayfield's Digest of Ala¬ 
bama Reports. Also, several other smaller appropria¬ 
tions, leaving the financial condition of the State at 
this time, under existing laws, without including sev¬ 
eral of the smaller appropriations, approximately as 
follows :

Florence (this year). 5,000.00 


Total deficit.$364,034.22 

This seems to be the condition of the treasury, 
according to the estimates, not including, as above 
stated, several smaller appropriations—presenting a 
condition of affairs that may well challenge the seri- 
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ous consideration of the general assembly. To this 
amount must be added the cost of holding the pro¬ 
posed constitutional convention, approximately esti¬ 
mated at $50,000 ; and also the estimated amount of 
$50,000 refunded license tax. 

If the auditor's figures and estimates are to be re¬ 
lied upon, it appears that the general assembly is face 
to face with one of three propositions : provide ade¬ 
quate means for collecting sufficient revenue to meet 
the appropriations of the State ; reduce some of the 
appropriations already made, or submit to an increased 
deficit in the treasury. 

SPECIAL FUNDS SET APART IN THE TREASURY. 

Under existing laws, the educational, the convict 
and the pension funds, and possibly some others col¬ 
lected for special objects, are set apart, not to be used 
in the payment of any other appropriations than those 
specially designated as being a charge upon them. 
These special funds constitute a large amount, and fre¬ 
quently present the appearance of large sums in the 
treasury, when, in fact, there are no funds in the treas¬ 
ury available for ordinary purposes. It has possibly 
been the custom in some instances heretofore to ignore 
the letter of these several laws, and 10 use some of 
these special funds in the payment of ordinary charges 
on the treasury, with the intention of replacing the 
amount when ordinary taxes find their way into the 
treasury. But as these several laws provide that these 
special sunds shall not be used in the payment of other 
than the specially designated charges, the use of them 
is without authority of law, and will not, as long as 
the laws remain as they are, receive my assent or con¬ 
currence, Following this course of obeying the law 
as it is, the State will likely be often in the position of 
having several hundred thousand dollars in the treas¬ 
ury, and yet not have a dollar available for the pay¬ 
ment of ordinary demands. I recommend, therefore, 
for your consideration, that you pass a law authoriz¬ 
ing the treasurer to use these special funds to pay or- 
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dinary demands, when it can be done without dispar¬ 
agement to the special charges, keeping a strict ac¬ 
count, however, of the amount used, and replacing the 
same as soon as other available revenue comes into the 
treasury. I think this might be done without any in¬ 
jury or inconvenience to the claims which are special 
charges on these funds. Thus using them will, in 
that event, be no violation of law. 

PARDONING BOARD. 

I have long been impressed with the fact that there 
should be a Pardoning Board to consider applications 
for pardon, at least incases of felony. Such a board, 
at least advisory in its nature, would, in my opinion, 
be consistent with the constitutional provision on the 
subject of pardons. Such a law would relieve the 
governor not only of much labor and responsibility, 
thereby giving him time to attend to the ordinary du¬ 
ties of his office, but would be valuable in many re¬ 
spects that readily suggest themselves to your minds. 
The only objection that presented itself to my mind 
was the expense of such a board. On reflection, it 
seemed to me, that objection can be avoided by having 
the Railroad Commission to compose the Pardoning 
Board without extra compensation. That commission 
is generally composed of very intelligent, learned men, 
and I am sure the placing of this additional duty upon 
the members of that commission will not be objec¬ 
tionable to them, and that they will have time to per¬ 
form the duties thus imposed upon them without dis¬ 
paragement to their present duties. 

I ask your early attention to this matter, which I 
consider a very important one. 

TEXT BOOKS IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

I n the laudable efforts that the State of Alabama 
is making to advance the education of the children of 
the State, there is no subject, just at this time, of 
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more importance than the saving of the great expense 
of procuring text books in the public schools. Seve¬ 
ral States have made the experiment with very grati¬ 
fying results. I do not propose to go into the details 
of necessary legislation on that subject, but to call your 
attention to the same, that you may devise such legis¬ 
lation as will meet the evils of such constant changes 
in text books. 


LYNCH LAW. 

It is a source of mortification and regret that I have 
to call your attention to the fact that present laws do 
not seem to be sufficient to repress mob law in Ala¬ 
bama. I n the past few weeks three different cases are 
reported in the public prints, and in each instance the 
victim was not charged with a capital offense ; and 
yet, his life was taken by an unreasoning mob. In 
two of the instances I have called the attention of the 
law officers of the vicinage to the crime, but the in¬ 
formation that I have does not give me great hope 
that the guilty will be brought to justice. I earnestly 
invite you to consider this matter, and, if possible, 
provide such legislation as that such barbarism and 
attrocities cannot happen in Alabama with impunity. 
Christian civilization cannot stand the strain of such 
performances. The degradation of the entire body 
politic must result from the perpetration of such law¬ 
lessness, when that lawlessness goes unwhipped of 
justice. 

But this short message is not intended to cover all 
matters of interest to the State ; indeed, the short 
time that you have for legislation is not sufficient for 
you to give all such matters due consideration. 

For the generous consideration and uniform kind¬ 
ness, so markedly but delicately manifested for me by 
the general assembly during my physical affliction, I 
tender you my sincere gratitude, with the assurance 
that the exhibition of your generosity, and the abun¬ 
dant testimonials of the good will of the good people 
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of Alabama towards me during my illness, will con¬ 
stitute a treasure in my memory, to which the increas¬ 
ing years can only bring increasing value.

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REPORT OF A SELECT COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Hipp, from the special joint committee ap¬ 
pointed to investigate the convict system, submitted 
the following report: 

To the General Assembly of Alabama : 

The following joint resolution was adopted by you 
at your last session : "Resolved by the house of rep¬ 
resentatives, the senate concurring, that a committee 
of eight, consisting of three from the senate and five 
from the house, be appointed to investigate and re¬ 
port upon the convict system of the State. They shall 
investigate all matters touching the administration 
thereof and its result since the first day of December, 
1896, which, in their judgment, should be known to 
the General Assembly for their guidance in dealing 
therewith, viz : 

1. Whether due economy and care has been ob¬ 
served in determining the number of guards and other 
employes, and in the appointment thereof. 

2. Whether the officers thereof have complied in 

all respects with the law in their administration, and 
have exercised due care and diligence in the execution 
of their duties, and in enforcing humane and proper 
care and treatment of convicts. 

3. Whether the books, accounts and vouchers of 
said system have been properly and accurately kept, 
so as to show at all times an accurate and full record 
of such administration ; and whether due economy has 
been exercised in the management of such system. 

4. Whether any of the convicts, or any part of the 
real and personal property of the State in charge of 
said system or used in connection therewith, or of its 
products have been used by, or appropriated for the 
benefit of, any and what officers thereof or any other 
and what persons improperly and without warrant of 
law. 

5. What have been the results of working convicts 
directly by the State during each of said years, in- 
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eluding the operation of the cotton factory ; whether 
profitable or not; an if unprofitable at any time, from 
what cause. And also what disposition has been 
made of the crops grown by said system, and espe¬ 
cially of the cotton crops ; whether sold or kept on 
hand, and if sold whether it was judicious to make 
such sales, or whether the property should have been 
kept for the use of the State ; and under what direc¬ 
tions such sales were made, to whom, when at what 
prices, and all facts tending to show whether or not 
such sales were made at the best prices to be had, and 
whether or not proper action was taken to secure such 
best prices. 

6 Whether due care has been taken to guard the 
interests of the State in all contracts made for hiring 
convicts, and other contracts and purchases made for 
such system. 

7. Whether any funds placed to the credit of said 
system during said period have been derived from any 
and what sources other than the operation thereof 
during that time. And what amount of cash is now 

in the treasury of the State to the credit of said sys¬ 
tem and what disposition shall be made thereof. 

8. Whether the cotton factory should be sold or 
should be operated by said system. 

9. What, if any, legislative provision is advisable 

for the isolation of consumptive State and county con¬ 
victs, for the protection of the well against infection, 
and for the better care of such sick; and also for the 
separation of youthful convicts from older and more 
vicious, and their training for industrial occupations. 

10. What further legislation is needful touching 
said system. 

Be it further resolved, That such committee shall 
have leave to sit during recess of the general assem¬ 
bly, at the capitol, and at such other place (or places) 
in the State as they may deem necessary for the proper- 
discharge of their duties ; also to summon such wit¬ 
nesses and to require the production before them of 
such books, papers and vouchers as they may desire- 
to inspect; and to require from any officers or em- 
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ployes of said system all such balance sheets and gen¬ 
eral statements touching the books and accounts, 
thereof as they may deem proper; also to administer 
oaths ; also to employ all such clerical assistance as 
they may think necessary. 

Be it further resolved, That the members of said 
committee shall receive the same per diem while 
sitting during the recess as members of the general 
assembly receive. 

Be it further resolved, That for the expenses of such 
investigation the State auditor shall from time to time 
issue warrants to the chairman thereof, upon demand 
of such chairman, accompanied by a certificate that 
expenses to the amount of such demand have been in¬ 
curred up to the time thereof. The committee shall 
file with their report an itemized statement of all such 
expenses." 

Your special committee raised under this resolution 
met in Room 2, Clancy's Hotel, Montgomery, at 12 m, 

J anuary 1st, 1901, pursuant to the call of the chair¬ 
man, Hon. Leslie E. Brooks. Work was immediately 
begun, and as thorough an investigation of the con¬ 
vict system as was possible under the circumstances 
has been made. Reluctant witnesses and an utter lack 
of proper .method in the system of book-keeping have 
not been the least of the difficulties encountered by 
the committee. 

A large number of witnesses have been formally 
examined and the three State prisons, as well as sev¬ 
eral of the more important convict camps have been 
visited either by the committee as a whole or by a 
duly appointed sub-committee. 

Owing to the extent of the investigation asked for 
by your resolution it has been difficult for the com¬ 
mittee to complete its labors in the limited time at its 
disposal. However, no trouble has been spared to 
secure the desired information. 

Your committee begs leave to submit the following 
report: 

The management of the convict system for the last 
four years has been characterized by great extrava- 
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gance. It is a sad commentary upon the State that 
while similar enterprises controlled by individuals are 
paying handsome dividends the State's splendid cot¬ 
ton mill at Speigner is rusting in idleness or run at a 
loss, and the State farms are but yawning sinks to 
swallow up the profits derived from leasing convicts. 
After a careful investigation of the different State 
properties belonging to the convict system, your com¬ 
mittee is forced to the conclusion that this condition of 
affairs is due either to incompetency that is inexcusa¬ 
ble or to gross carelessness and negligence. 

Due care and economy does not seem to have been ob¬ 
served in determining the number of guards and other 
employes at the different State prisons. This is nota¬ 
bly true of Wetumpka and Speigner, where inefficient 
and unnecessary men have been employed nominally 
as guards or subordinates of some other character. 
These men, whose names appeared on the pay rolls of 
the State for various salaries from fifteen to fifty dol¬ 
lars, rendered no service worthy of mention, so far 
as can be ascertained. It appears from the evidence 
that these unnecessary positions were sometimes cre¬ 
ated and filled to discharge some political obligation 
of the past or to secure some political service for the 
future. However this may be, it was poor business 
policy to keep several incompetent and inefficient men 
on the pay rolls of the State. 

The law has been repeatedly violated and ignored. 

Were this true of some unimportant directory provis¬ 
ion in the statute merely, comment might well be 
spared. Bur. your committee cannot believe that they 
have discharged their duty unless the attention of the 
general assembly is directed to the subversion of some 
of the plainest and most salutary statutes in reference 
to the convict system. 

Several important contracts do not bear the formal 
approval of the governor as required by law. 

Great license has been allowed convicts in regard to 
wearing citizens' clothes, and this has been done in 
direct violation of the governor's positive orders. Fre¬ 
quently convicts have been permitted to go off the- 
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State property without guards, and in some instances 
they have been sent on long trips alone in citizens 
clothes. 

One man, Wash Chisholm, convicted of murder, 
was employed for a number of months as a domestic 
servant in the home of President Trapp in Montgom¬ 
ery. There is evidence that convicts were also em¬ 
ployed as domestic servants in the homes of the other 
inspectors who live adjacent to the prisons, but these 
were usually paid for. This is certainly not the char¬ 
acter of punishment contemplated by law for crimi¬ 
nals. 

Section 4476 of the code, requiring that not less 
than fifty convicts be leased to any one contractor or 
kept in any one prison has been repeatedly violated. 
Monthly reports have not been filed by the inspec¬ 
tors and the president as required in section 4442 of 
the code. 

Quarterly reports to the governor have not been 
made by the president of the board as required by 
section 4439 of the code. 

Meetings ot the board have not been held as re¬ 
quired in section 4435 of the code. Only one meet¬ 
ing—and that was a called meeting—has been held, 
since last May. 

The evidence shows that the president of the board, 
acting in most instances under the orders or advice of 
the governor, has transacted practically all the busi¬ 
ness of the department since the early part of his term 
of office. Inspector Booker states that he complained 
informally to the governor that he was not consulted, 
in reference to important contracts and matters per¬ 
taining to the system. He says the governor heard 
him courteously but nothing was done toward estab¬ 
lishing or recognizing the inspector's authority. 

It seems that aside from their duties to inspect the 
prisons and mines, and classify the convicts, and the 
duties of the physician, inspectors Booker and Blake 
have been mere figure heads on the board, and have 
had no voice in its proceedings. 

President Trapp and Governor J ohnston, it seems, 
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attended to the business management of the depart¬ 
ment. President Trapp states that the associate inspec¬ 
tors informally delegated their authority to him, and 
that monthly meetings of the board were impractic¬ 
able because of the number (16) of camps to be in¬ 
spected. The associate inspectors state that they did 
not delegate their authority to the president. The 
latter also says that he was in his office at the proper 
times ready to hold these meetings, but the associate 
inspectors failed to appear. 

Prison No. 4, the Tallapoosa river farm, was aban¬ 
doned on October 15th, 1900, by order of President 
Trapp, who states that he was acting under the advice 
of the governor. It was re-opened after a fashion 
about Christmas week by order of the president. In¬ 
spectors Booker and Blake were not consulted regard¬ 
ing either step. 

The foundation was laid for the building of a re¬ 
formatory at Speigner in accordance with section 4474 
of the code during the administration of Governor 
Oates.. President Trapp had the brick pillars of this 
foundation torn up, and the brick carted off. The 
section referred to has since been disregarded. 

The classification of the physician inspector has 
been disregarded in many instances, by the State au¬ 
thorities. His recommendations as regards sanita¬ 
tion have not always been promptly observed. 

Gratuities from contractors to the extent, at least 
of a car load of lumber and a car load of coal have 
been accepted by Inspector Booker in violation of sec¬ 
tion 4495 of the code, 

The office of the president of the board has not been 
examined as required by section 4439 of the code since 
the administration of Governor J ones. 

The treatment of the convicts at the different State 
prisons seems on the whole to have been humane. 

The discipline has been altogether too lax. There are 
too many trusties de jure and de facto. The freedom 
that is allowed some of the most hardened criminals 
at the different State prisons was surprising. In 
making trusties no regard seems to be had to any- 
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thing save the conduct of the convict during his con¬ 
finement, and this is not always a safe guide. The 
heinousness of the crime for which he was convicted, 
or his former bad character, or the length of his sen¬ 
tence, is apparently not weighed in the matter. 

Such care-free confinement with no thought of the 
morrow and little or no work, as a large number of 
the convicts under State control suffer, is certainly not 
such a punishment as would deter a criminal from the 
repetition of his offense. The extent of the liberty 
allowed is such that escapes are easy and not infre¬ 
quent ; and for that reason society is not sufficiently 
protected from criminals who are incarcerated in our 
State prisons. 

It is stated that the thirty convicts now at No. 4 are 
practically all trusties—though many of them were 
sentenced for the most atrocious crimes. 

On visiting the "Walls” your committee found a 
squad of about twenty-seven convicts out at work on 
the farm, one in a small blacksmith shop ready to 
work, and seven men at work in a small shoe shop. 
The rest of the two hundred and five men, except the 
cooks, were idle ; but many of these were unwell or 
broken down from the mines, and been sent to the 
"Wall” to recuperate. Perhaps one hundred and 
fifty of these convicts are strong enough to engage in 
some light work within the "Walls " It was sug¬ 
gested to the committee that this would not be profit¬ 
able to the State since such inside work as these men 
are capable of performing must be in the nature of a 
trade, and by the time a man learned enough at any 
trade to be of any profit to the State his term would 
expire ; and therefore the scheme is impracticable. 

It occurs to the committee that if you release a man 
from two, four or more years enforced prison idleness 
without any means of support you have made him a 
criminal from necessity. Instead of the man being 
reformed, his criminal tendencies have been confirmed 
by association ; and years of enforced idleness have 
Tendered him absolutely unfit for any useful employ¬ 
ment. 
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On the other hand if all these semi-invalids are 
taught a trade—some light work that maybe done 
within the walls—the State will not lose by it now 
and those convicts made criminals by environment or 
necessity will be released at the expiration of their 
respective sentences with the means of making an 
honest support. I n this manner the penitentiary may 
be made to some extent at least a practical reforma¬ 
tory. 

The evidence shows that enough shoes could be ea¬ 
sily made in the "Walls" to supply the other 
prisons, but instead of requiring this to be done the 
president of the board has bought large bills of shoes 
each year. 

With so much idle labor at the "Walls" your com¬ 
mittee was impressed with the fact that without any 
expense to the State everything about the premises 
might have been kept scrupulously clean. But the 
bedding in the wards smells musty and does not give 
evidence of frequent sunning and washing. The ven¬ 
tilation is not the best. 

In the hospital especially—the place above all oth¬ 
ers which should have been clean—there was a foul 
smell and much filth. Some of the bed clothing was 
very unclean. 

Your committee visited Pratt Mines, and a sub¬ 
committee visited Coalburg, Longview and West Ca- 
lera. 

So far as could be ascertained the treatment of con¬ 
victs at Pratt Mines and Coalburg has been humane. 

I nspections have been made frequently, but the in¬ 
spectors have not always insisted on seeing every pris¬ 
oner in person. This should be required of them. 

Sufficient food and clothing has been provided. Hot 
and cold baths are furnished, and well ventilated 
wards. The tasks required of the convicts do not 
seem to have been too severe. There have been some in¬ 
stances of brutal treatment, but it is exceedingly diffi¬ 
cult to get any satisfactory evidence on this point. 
Forty-five convicts are employed at Longview by J. 

B. Adams in the manufacture of lime and work inci- 
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dent thereto. It seems that proper cleanliness in re¬ 
gard to clothing and bedding is not observed here, nor 
are the bathing regulations what they should be. 

Many of the convicts employed here state that their 
strength and health is sufficient and that they would 
like to be transferred to the mines. School facilities 
and religious literature are wanting at this place. 

At West Calera about nineteen of the convicts for¬ 
merly employed at the now abandoned Dogwood Mines 
are engaged in the manufacture of lime and lumber. 

The sanitary regulations and prison accommodations 
here are wholly inadequate for the proper care of the 
convicts. It is respectfully recommended that this 
camp be immediately broken up, and proper steps ta¬ 
ken to have these men transferred to some better camp 
or prison. 

There is evidence that about last August a free miner 
named Davis wrote President Trapp, "for God's sake” 
to come to Dogwood for a negro had been cruelly 
beaten and a Hebrew from Dallas county flogged un¬ 
mercifully. Other complaints were also made to him. 

He contented himself with writing to the contractor 
and the warden in regard to the matter—the last two 
men to have appealed to for facts under such circum¬ 
stances. This camp has since been abandoned, and 
your committee can get no evidence of the cruel treat¬ 
ment to which Davis referred. 

I nstances of brutality at the State prisons are due 
to the character of a guard now and then and not to 
the system. 

There was considerable complaint of fighting among- 
the convicts in the mines. There seems to be no rem¬ 
edy for this save a more rigid surveillance and per¬ 
haps a heavier penalty for this infraction of the rules. 
Since convicts are often so intimidated they will not 
make a report a double penalty ought to attach to any 
abuse of a convict because of a report he may have 
made. It seems that new convicts when sent to the 
mines are placed under the leadership of an old con¬ 
vict miner. The squad leader is not supposed to ex¬ 
ercise any authority over his fellow convicts but as a 
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matter of fact he not infrequently takes advantage of 
his opportunity to abuse the men under him in the 
mines. The attention of the contractors should be 
called to this tact, and they should be required to take 
steps to prevent its occurrence in the future. 

The method of book keeping has been wholly inad¬ 
equate to the needs of the system. The accounts of 
"No. 4, the "Walls,” and Speigner have been so jum¬ 
bled together as regards the credit side of the account 
at any rate that it is impossible to learn the financial 
status of any one prison. For this reason it cannot 
be ascertained what any one of these institutions has 
paid or cost the State. If they have not paid it is 
practically impossible to learn the cause of the loss. 

Examiner Purifoy stated in his official report to the 
governor of about December 1st, 1900, that no books 
were kept at No. 4. The committee supposed that the 
place was run on a cash basis and all accounts kept in 
the general office, but they found at No. 4 what pur¬ 
ported to be a day-book of some character. It has 
been badly mutilated, many of the pages having been 
cut out as if by a knife. I n it had been kept the num¬ 
ber of hogs killed, an account of the meat and other 
produce, etc. Nothing definite could be learned in re¬ 
gard to the matter. 

At the "Walls” books were kept after a fashion. 

Warden Perkins had a day-book or ledger of his own 
which was remarkable for the absence of certain im¬ 
portant dates of entry. The books kept in the office 
there are not the most accurate and do not contain a 
full account of the products of the farm, amount of 
meat raised and slaughtered; etc., as they should. 

The books at Speigner show little more than such 
transactions in which cash was received or paid-out. 

No account has been kept of any produce or other 
State property sent from Speigner to any other State 
prison. From the books at this place it is impossible 
to tell what became of the cotton produced here. The 
books in the general office show sales of cotton but it 
cannot be ascertained from said books upon which, 
farm it was produced. 
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Your committee recommends that each prison be re¬ 
quired to keep an accurate set of books and that the 
respective wardens be held responsible for their care. 
Each prison should not only keep an account of what 
it consumes, but of what it produces. If the "Walls” 
sends cot-ton to Speigner the department should give 
the "Walls” credit for the amount and charge the' 
same co Speigner. If meat goes from No. 4 to the 
"Walls" i should in like manner be credited and 
charged and not sent haphazard as it is at present. 

I n other words the accounts of all these prisons 
should be kept separate at the general office, and each 
one should be charged or credited as the occasion re¬ 
quires. Then each prison should keep books of its 
own which could be checked up against the books at 
the Central office, and in that manner some idea could 
be had as to the profits and losses of each prison. 
Convicts have been kept in the homes of the differ¬ 
ent inspectors as domestic servants. Several were 
worked on Inspector Booker's farm near Speigner at 
a price agreed on between him and the governor. 
There has been great abuse in the matter of perqui¬ 
sites. The table of President Trapp seems to have 
been supplied with meats and vegetables to a large 
extent from the State farms. Wood, corn, hay and 
other articles were sent from No. 4 under orders of the 
president to his home in Montgomery by convicts 
without guards. Nothing was ever paid for these 
things, or for the service of the State's teams in trans¬ 
porting them. Warden Bush testifies that the presi¬ 
dent directed him to let convicts making these trips 
wear citizens clothes, but the warden says this was 
not permitted. Two or more horses are kept by Mr. 
Trapp at the expense of the State on No. 4. 

Warden Perkins has several items of chickens and 
eggs from the hospital department at the "Walls" 
charged against him as shown by an account verified 
by Hospital Stewart Pearce. Perkins denies the cor¬ 
rectness of this account and says it is excessive. There 
is also charged against him from the same source a 
considerable whisky account. Twelve and one-half 
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gallons of this were used by him in the April pri¬ 
maries last year. Ten gallons were replaced in kind 
sincu the adjournment of the legislature. 

There is evidence that convicts were used at No. 4 
by order of the president to raise some corn on rented 
land for him, and the State was never compensated 
except by a second-hand set of double harness and a 
buggy pole which Mr. Trapp says he turned over to 
Warden Bush in payment for the labor of these con¬ 
victs. 

It has been virtually impossible for your committee 
to ascertain with any degree of accuracy the results of 
working convicts directly by the State during the last 
four years. 

The cotton mill has not been run half of the time, 
and has not been under the management of an expert 
all the while. The account shows $15,830.35 to the- 
credit of the mill, but this does not include the main¬ 
tenance of the convicts. 

As to the farms, it is impossible, as before stated, 
to estimate correctly the net results for anyone place. 
Aside from the fact that separate books are not prop¬ 
erly kept at each prison, there is charged up against 
the farms the cost for maintenance of a large number 
of infirm, sick, and broken-down convicts who would 
be a burden on the State, farms or no farms. It ap¬ 
pears to be a custom also to rate the gross income 
from hiring convicts as profits, and to charge all ex¬ 
penses, all salaries, included, up to the farm It is- 
impossible from the books to get an accurate estimate 
of the legitimate and proper expenses of the farming 
operations by the State for the past four years. It 
should be borne in mind that as a rule the most effi¬ 
cient of the convict labor is not kept on the farms, but 
is sent to the mines. 

From the report of a similar committee four years 
ago, based on testimony, it appears that No. 4 is sub¬ 
ject to disastrous overflow on an average of once in 
eveiy ten years. According to President Trapp it has 
been overflowed every year during his administra¬ 
tion. 
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Since there has been some semi-official discussion 
of endeavoring to protect, this farm from the Talla¬ 
poosa river by some means, your committee deems it 
apropos to suggest that after an inspection of the lo¬ 
cality the conclusion was reached that any such effort 
would cost infinitely more than it would be worth. 

To prevent the overflows is impossible. The river 
threatens to cut through one of the most fertile fields, 
but it will not destroy over one hundred or one hun¬ 
dred and fity of the two thousand acres of land by so 
doing, and in straightening its channel it may prevent 
to a large extent the overflows. It is better to lose in 
the course of time the one hundred and fifty acre 
field than to attempt any costly engineering structure 
that will prove expensive now and more expensive 
hereafter. 

It seems that these various enterprises have been 
run at a loss for the past four years, but your commit¬ 
tee inclines to the belief that this loss is due to im¬ 
proper management on the part of the State The 
loss seem? greater than it really is, because, 
among other things the expense for maintenance of 
the "dead heads” is charged against these enterprises 
when as a matter of fact the abolition of one or all 
these industries would not affect this item of expense. 
As to the crops grown on the farms it appears chat 
nearly everything except the cotton has been con¬ 
sumed by the convicts and the officers of the depart¬ 
ment. 

Some of the cotton produced during the last four 
years has been sold and some of it has been used in 
the mill at Speigner. Your committee is of the opin¬ 
ion that at least enough of the cotton raised on the 
State farms should be retained to supply the mill. It 
is not a safe policy to allow the officials of the depart¬ 
ment [t]o speculate on the market by selling the State's 
cotton today, and running the risk of buying other 
cotton tomorrow or letting the mill stand idle for lack 
of the staple. 

Your committee is forced to the conclusion that due 
care has not been taken to guard the interest of the 
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State in all contracts for the hiring of convicts. At 
any rate as great a degree of diligence does not seem 
to have been used as any ordinary business man-would 
have employed in managing his own affairs. It is re¬ 
markable that prior to this administration the prices 
for convicts ran $9.00, $13.50 and $18.50 in the mines 
$11.00 on the outside, making a total of $52.00 ; but 
for the last four years the prices have been $7.00, 
$10.00 and $14.00 in the mines and $5.00 on the out¬ 
side, making $36.00. 

Formerly it was customary to advertise for bids. 

Shortly after the accession President Trapp this 
salutary custom seems to have been wholly aban¬ 
doned. 

One contract that was made early in the adminitra- 
tion before the advertising method was given up was 
the Shelley contract, or as it is referred to in the evi¬ 
dence the Shelley- Worthington contract. This con¬ 
tract called tor one hundred and fifty men at $8.00, 

$12 00 and $16.00. Instead of being drawn by or un¬ 
der the direction of the attorney-general as required 
by law it seems to have been written like most other 
contracts of the last four years by Chief Clerk Law- 
son. At any rate it was properly executed with bond, 
and approved. 

The State was ready to carry out the contract, but 
the lessee never called for the men. Notwithstanding 
the fact that a better price was to be paid, under this 
contract than under any other made by this adminis¬ 
tration. and notwithstanding the fact that these same 
men were .subsequently leased at a much lower rate, 
nothing has ever been done toward enforcing the con¬ 
tract or securing the penalty of the bond. No legal 
steps have been taken. Indeed the attorney-general 
has not even been consulted. President Trapp states 
that he considered the bond a straw bond. His casual 
opinion in the matter should not have barred at least 
a satisfactory investigation. If the bond was so weak, 
the official who approved it was not sufficiently care¬ 
ful. 

Sometimes contracts were made for $10.00 and sub- 
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sequently convicts would be furnished to the lessee at 
$5.00. The $5.00 transaction was without any formal 
contract. In like manner $3.00 convicts were fur¬ 
nished lessees who held $5.00 contracts. 

In the case of the Milner, Caldwell & Flowers con¬ 
tract the lessee was permitted to keep a number of 
convicts for about four months after the expiration of 
the contract. 

The president excuses these irregularities by stating 
that it was all done with the sanction of the governor. 
However this may be, your committee considers it 
highly reprehensible for any convict to be let out of 
the immediate custody of the State except under the 
safeguard of a formally approved contract. For one 
thing under such circumstances there may be a ques¬ 
tion about enforcing the penalty for escapes. The 
least that can be said of such matters is that they 
show a very loose method of transacting the State's 
business. 

Another instance of a deal in which the State at 
least did not gain anything is the Bell contract. R. 

N. Bell leased fifty convicts for farm work in Marshall 
county. This contract did not bear the formal ap¬ 
proval of the governor. 

After about eighteen months Mr. Bell finished the 
work he had secured the convicts for and made it 
known to some of the officials of the department in an 
informal manner that he would like to be relieved of 
his contract and return his men to the State. About 
this time the Horseshoe Lumber Company became 
very anxious to secure a number of convicts and were 
willing, it seems, to pay $10.00 per month for them. 
After considerable dickering Bell's contract was trans¬ 
ferred to the Horseshoe Company with the agreement 
that the State should continue to receive $5.00 and 
Bell should receive $2.00 until the time when the lat¬ 
ter's contract with the State would have expired. In 
the meantime the Bell contract was annulled and a 
contract made at the rate of $5.00 between the State 
and the Horseshoe Company, but Bell continues to re¬ 
ceive his monthly bonus of $80.00, 
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It should be borne in mind that in the first place 
there were technical grounds for the annulment of 
the Bell contract. In the second place he was through 
with his convicts and anxious to give them up. 

Lastly, Bell could not lawfully, without the formal 
approval of the board, have sub-let his men for differ¬ 
ent employment in a distant part of the State. It ap¬ 
pears that this matter was negotiated by President 
Trapp. The associate inspectors disclaim all knowl¬ 
edge of the transaction 

So far as can be ascertained the State is none the 
better off for this transfer. If the State had cancelled 
the contract when Bell wanted to surrender it, the 
convict system might be getting the $7.00 or $10.00 
instead of the $5.00. At any rate it is a little singu¬ 
lar that the State should be a party to the sub-letting 
—or more properly the transfer—of forty or fifty con¬ 
victs where such a handsome bonus as $80 00 per 
month is paid to the original lessee. 

While Bell held the contract a prisoner, Will Minor, 
byname, escaped. The law imposed a penalty of 
$200.00 on the lessee for such escapes. For seven or 
eight months after the escape of Minor the authorities 
knew nothing of the matter, and Bell paid his hire at 
the end of each month 

Finally it appears that Minor was parolled by the 
governor on Bell's hearty recommendation. There is 
no evidence that the governor had any intimation that 
the man had escaped. The $200.00 forfeiture has 
been paid into the treasury since the examination of 
Mr. Bell by the committee. 

Brassell's escape from the Sloss Company was not 
reported but leaked out by accident. The forfeiture 
in that instance was paid on demand of the president. 

I n this connection your committee would recom¬ 
mend the enactment of a statute imposing a penalty 
of not less than $500.00 for the failure on the part of 
any contractor or lessee of convicts to report an escape 
within forty-eight hours. 

That the best results have been obtained from leas¬ 
ing convicts during the last four years is due in a large 
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measure to the fact that the former custom of adver¬ 
tising publicly for bids and making the contractors 
compete with each other has been abandoned. 

As regards the matter of purchasing supplies for 
the different State prisons, it has been difficult to get 
any satisfactory information upon which to found cor¬ 
rect conclusions. It appears that as a rule two or 
three houses in each line have been patronized, and 
there is no evidence to show that other firms were per¬ 
mitted to bid. Some twenty-five thousand dollars 
worth of supplies are purchased annually by the State. 
This patronage should not be confined to an; small 
number of firms without permitting other houses to 
submit bids at least for purposes of comparison. 
According to the testimony of some of the witnesses 
the management of this part of the business seems to 
have been in the hands of President Trapp acting 
usually on the advice of Governor J ohnston. 

The sum of $34,685.49 was brought over from Pres¬ 
ident Dawson's administration and placed in the con¬ 
vict fund, Col. Dawson being, given proper credit. 

This amount represented the balance on hand, pro¬ 
ceeds from the sale of cotton, brick, and corn, and an 
amount due on contracts. 

No other fund has been placed to the credit of the 
department, so far as can be ascertained, save the in¬ 
terest on deferred payments to the amount of $3,246.61 
and the proceeds of the sale of 8 V 2 acres of land, 
$212.51, making a total of $3,459.12. 

There is now, (January 22nd, 1901) a surplus of 
$97,185.26 to the credit of the convict department in 
the treasury. 

Your committee respectfully recommends that all 
save $25,000.00 of this amount be converted into the 
general fund. 

The cotton factory was completed about four years 
ago. It is a magnificent plant and furnished employ¬ 
ment to a number of women, children and inefficient 
men who are not fit for other work. To sell it would 
be to place a large number of employees in close prox- 
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imity to the prison at Spigener. This would no doubt 
be a constant source of friction. 

Your committee is of the opinion that if this mill 
were managed with any degree of skill it could not 
fail to be at least self-sustaining. 

If the mill can be run without a loss to the State it 
will pay handsomely to keep it for the sake of the em¬ 
ployment furnished so large a class of the convicts. 
Enforced idleness will cause both the minds and the 
bodies of the convicts to deteriorate and will make our 
penitentiaries schools of vice and nurseries of crimi¬ 
nals. 

For these reasons your committe respectfully rec¬ 
ommend that the cotton mill be retained. 

Having inspected the close and loathsome ward 
where consumptives are confined at the "Walls;" 
having been impressed with the prevalence of this 
disease among convicts ; and being willing to accept 
the concensus of opinion among the highest medical 
authorities in regard to the danger of infection from 
this disease ; your committee respectfully recommend 
that No. 2, the vacant prison at Speigner, be fitted up 
as soon as practicable for the reception and isolation 
of all State convicts suffering from tuberculosis, and 
that all these patients that are able to work be required 
to engage in such light employment as the physician 
may permit or recommend. 

A number of mere boys were found in the different 
prisons and mines side by side with hardened crimi¬ 
nals. This condition is not only abhorrent to our 
ideas of the fitness of things, but it is manifestly con¬ 
trary to the best interests of the State to have these 
boys schooled in vice and crime. Therefore your 
committee recommends that section 4474 of the code 
be enforced; youthful convicts be required to perform 
such work as is suited to them ; and that as far as 
practicable they be taught enough of some trade to 
enable them to make an honest livelihood at the ex¬ 
piration of their respective terms. 

The number of our convicts ha-> become so large, 
and the duties of the governor's office have so multi- 
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plied of recent years that it is nearly impossible for 
our chief executive to give to the subject of pardons 
that close and persistent attention that it demands. 

For the sake of justice and for the protection of the 
State it is absolutely essential that every application 
for pardon be closely scrutinized in all its bearings. 
Since there is grave doubt as to whether the authority 
to grant pardons is not irrevocably vested in the chief 
executive by the State constitution, your committee 
respectfully recommends that the necessity for the 
creation of a pardoning board be called in a proper 
manner to the attention of the proposed constitutional 
convention in the event it is called. 

Since, it is necessary for the general assembly to 
know the cost of the different prisons under State con¬ 
trol your committee recommends the enactment of a 
statute requiring a full and complete set of books to 
be kept in the general office of the convict department 
and requiring books to be accurately and properly 
kept at each prison. 

The matter of perquisites is so susceptible of abuse 
in the event any dishonest man should in the future 
be appointed to office that a statute is recommended 
which will require all officials to be accurately charged 
with every article of value they receive from the State 
property and will place a severe penalty upon the un¬ 
warranted use of any State property by an official of 
the department without adequate compensation to the 
State. In other words the abolition of all perquisites 
is recommended. If the salaries of any of the officials 
are inadequate they should be increased. The pres¬ 
ent salaries, however, without perquisites are suffi¬ 
cient to induce able and competent men to serve the 
State in the various offices of the convict department. 

The inspectors should be required by law to see 
every convict in person at least once a month—when 
they classify the men. 

The terms of office of the three chief officers of the 
convict department should be so arranged that no two 
of them would be retired in the same year. These 
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officers should be nominated by the governor and con¬ 
firmed by the Senate. 

The penalty for convicts fighting among themselves, 
especially in the mines, should be increased; and a 
double penalty should be imposed for the abuse of any 
convict who has made a report. 

Contractors and lessees of convicts should be sub¬ 
ject to a $500.00 penalty for failure to report any es¬ 
cape to the department within forty-eight hours. 

All surplus products from the farms of whatever na¬ 
ture should be sold, and itemized accounts of these 
sales should be kept. No one but the guards and con¬ 
victs should be furnished with any supplies by the 
State. Only such animals should be fed or cared for 
by the State as are necessary for carrying on the busi¬ 
ness of the different prisons. 

Every employer of convicts should be required to 
have a physician visit his prison at least twice a week. 

There is another statute that will prove very salu¬ 
tary if enacted. Knowing the frailty of human nature 
it is unjust that great temptations should be placed by 
the State in the paths of any of her citizens or any of 
her officers. Contracts made for the leasing of thou¬ 
sands of convicts and for the purchase of more than 
twenty-five thousand dollars worth of supplies annu¬ 
ally, and sales of cotton and cotton goods aggregating 
thousands of dollars each year, when conducted pri¬ 
vately, out of sight of the public eye, furnish to the 
corrupt man an opportunity, and to the weak man a 
fearful temptation. 

To protect the State in the event any dishonest offi¬ 
cial should in the future be elevated to office in the 
convict department your committee respectfully recom¬ 
mends that a law be enacted requiring all contracts 
for the leasing of convicts, for the purchase of sup¬ 
plies, or the sale of supplies in any quantity over a 
certain valuation, be made by a system of public bids 
after reasonable and proper notice has been given by 
publication. As far as practicable the greatest pub¬ 
licity should surround the convict system of the State 
and all its business transactions. Your committee 
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cannot insist too strongly on this legislation, which 
should make the system of public bids for all consid¬ 
erable transactions the fixed and permanent policy of 
the State. 

The civil service idea does not seem to have obtained 
in the management of the convict system during the 
past four years. There is evidence that at the begin¬ 
ning of Governor J ohnston's term a list of sixteen 
names was sent up from his office and the wardens 
were instructed to make places for these men. On 
one or two occasions, it seems a man was discharged 
by the warden for iucompetency or neglect of duty, 
and reinstated by the president. It appears from the 
evidence that seven men were discharged on the plea 
of retrenchment in October when at least six unneces¬ 
sary employes were on the pay roll of the State. No 
charges were preferred against the men dismissed. 

The only true policy of the State in regard to her 
convict institutions is to engraft into the management 
of the system the civil service idea. Political affilia¬ 
tions should not be the controlling motive in the ap- 
pqintment of any officials connected with the system, 
especially minor employees. The only test applied to 
an applicant should be as to his competency and integ¬ 
rity ; the only reason for discharging an employee 
should be misfeasance or malfeasance in office. 

The system should not be permitted to degenerate 
into a political machine, nor should any officer attempt 
to influence officially the vote of any subordinate. No 
man who accepts a position from the State, great or 
small, should be required to surrender his political 
independence, or become the subserviant henchman of 
his superior officer. 

According to the evidence—though denied in part 
by Mr. Trapp—the president seems to have made sev¬ 
eral trusties without the consent, if not over the pro¬ 
test of the wardens. There is testimony affirming 
that Charley Hendricks and J ohn Taylor, two despe¬ 
rate prisoners, effected their escape in consequence of 
liberties allowed by the president. 

Your committee recommend that the governor shall 
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be required from time to time, and at least once a year, 
to have the office of the president and the books of 
the different prisons examined and reported on offi¬ 
cially. And in this connection your committee would 
state that in the limited time available for the prepa¬ 
ration of this report it has been impossible to have 
made such an examination of the books of the con¬ 
vict department for the last four years as your resolu¬ 
tion requires and the occasion demands. Since the 
books have not been officially examined in several 
years, since an examination of the president's office 
at least ia required by law, and since much of the in¬ 
formation you desire, which ought to be made public, 
can be obtained only by an exhaustive expert; exami¬ 
nation of the books of the department for the last four 
years, it is respectfully recommended that the gover¬ 
nor be required to put an expert examiner to work 
upon these books at once and have them thoroughly 
checked up. 

Your committee has not felt called upon to write a 
dissertation on penology or criminal jurisprudence. 
Different authors have treated these subjects learnedly 
Neither does the committee in this report give fair ex¬ 
pression to the varied opinions of its members regard¬ 
ing theoretical questions of competition between con¬ 
vict and free labor. Every member of the committee 
retains his individual opinion upon this and similar 
hypothetical questions. It is the intention of this re¬ 
port, to deal with practical questions. 

The first care of the State in regard to the convict 
system should be the humane and proper treatment of 
the prisoners. The next should be such a manage¬ 
ment of the department as will make the system self- 
sustaining. It should be so managed that the reve¬ 
nues derived therefrom will not only pay the cost of 
conviction, but also the cost of maintenance. 

It was stated by one witness that there was consid¬ 
erable complaint on the part of free labor because the 
cotton mill was run by convict labor. As far as this 
State is concerned it is only fair to the free miners 
that some other industry be- made to bear its burden 
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of competition with convict labor. Hence, the opera¬ 
tion of the cotton factory and the farms by convict 
labor is but a. proper distribution of the burden of 
government in so far as competition with free labor 
is concerned. 

In justice to the incoming administration your com¬ 
mittee desires to call attention to the fact that for the 
last four years repair and improvements on the State 
property have been made only in exceptional cases. 
Some houses and shops were burned and have been 
rebuilt by the insurance. Needful repairs have been 
neglected. Vacant prison No. 2 Speigner has deterio¬ 
rated from want of proper attention. The stockade 
at Speigner is becoming dilapidated. Repairs are 
badly needed here and at the other prisons as well. 
Nowhere does the old adage of "a stitch in time saves 
nine” find better application than in needed repairs 
for the State property. 

One of the chief aims of the administration for the 
last four years seems to have been to make as large a 
financial showing as possible. 

In making comparisons between this and preceding 
administrations it should be borne in mind that cost 
bills have been reduced nearly one-half since about 
1894, thus removing in part a heavy drain upon the 
finances of the system. 

The cotton mill, the farm improvements, and pris¬ 
ons, were received four years ago from the outgoing 
administration in a good state of repair, many build¬ 
ings being absolutely new. The wear and tear of the 
last four years has not been repaired. The incoming 
administration will immediately incur heavy expenses 
on this account, which in justice ought to be charged 
up against the administration of the last four years. 
Some years ago there seems to have been a stir 
about convict labor, and much complaint f.iom various 
sources about the lease system. A policy was mapped 
out looking to the ultimate abandonment of the lease 
system. All convicts were to be gradually withdrawn 
from contractors and employed in industries under 
State control. 
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I n line with this policy farms were purchased and the 
cotton mill started. Reasonable progress was being 
made toward an ultimate abandonment of the lease sys¬ 
tem. But on the accession of the administration four 
years ago, the lease system seems to have been regarded 
with great favor, the mill was run only about one-half 
the time and the farms were half manned and poorly 
managed. The plan seems to have been to put nearly 
every available man out on contract in order to make 
as large a financial showing as possible. 

Official recommendations are made to sell the most 
valuable farms and the mill. Indeed one is forced to 
the conclusion that the management of these institu¬ 
tions for the last four years has been such as to lend 
plausibility to these recommendations 
The inauguration of a far sighted policy by one ad¬ 
ministration, and the total abandonment of it by the 
next cannot but result in harm to the State. Some 
fixed policy should be determined on and carried out. 

After a careful consideration of the subject your 
committee respectfully recommend that all convicts at 
the "Walls” who are able to work be required to en¬ 
gage in such employment as they are capable of per¬ 
forming. All the State farms should be retained and 
improved They should be furnished enough convicts 
classed for that kind of labor to insure the best possi¬ 
ble returns. 

The cotton mill should be retained by the State, 
should be run all the time as nearly at its full capac¬ 
ity as is consistent with good business management, 
and should furnish employment to as many convicts 
suited for that work—women especially—as its capac¬ 
ity allows. 

The brick yard at Speigner was abandoned about 
four years ago and all the valuable machinery of the 
plant has been permitted to go to ruin. No reason 
can he assigned for this action, since the industry 
seems to have paid handsomely under the former ad¬ 
ministration. Your committee recommends the re¬ 
vival of this industry under the State control. 

The remainder of the convicts should be least until 
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that future period when the State is able and desires 
to abandon wholly the lease system. From all the in¬ 
formation obtainable the committee is of the opinion 
that it is better for the State and infinitely better for 
the convicts that when leased they be leased in large 
numbers, and recommends that hereafter no contract 
be made for less than one hundred convicts Small 
contractors cannot afford to give the same attention to 
sanitary regulations, medical attention and other im¬ 
portant questions that large concerns can. 

Your committe believes that the adoption of recom¬ 
mendations herewith made, and the rigid enforcement 
of existing statutes on the subject, will give the State 
of Alabama the best results from the convict system 
that can be hoped for at the present time.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 
CHIEF 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
ALABAMA. 

MONTGOMERY, February 11, 1901. 

To the General Assembly of Alabama : 

I n the short message I had the honor of submitting 
to you, on your re assembling after the recess, I called 
your attention to the uniformity of text-books in the 
public schools of Alabama. L am informed that it is 
rumored that I oppose State uniformity, and't is said 
that there are powerful influences combatting any leg 
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islation on this subject by the general assembly. For 
these and other reasons I recall your attention to this 
reform. At one time I questioned whether the uni¬ 
formity should be for the entire State or for subdivis¬ 
ions of the State, but further investigation and reflec¬ 
tion satisfy me that the unifority should be for the en¬ 
tire State. 

Therefore, I recommend the passage of a law pro¬ 
viding for uniform text-books for the entire State. 

The advocacy of the principle of uniformity of text¬ 
books by me, in different sections of the State, before 
the election, met with the hea'ty approval of the peo¬ 
ple, and the failure to give the people relief on this 
line will, in my opinion, be a grievous disappoint¬ 
ment to the people of the State, who, for so many 
years, have staggered beneath this burden of a con¬ 
stant change of school books. 

Such a law is no longer an experiment. In neigh¬ 
boring States it is reported to be working well. In 
Tennessee it is stated by those in a position to know 
that from 150,000 to 200,000 dollars annually are 
saved to the parents of that State whose children are 
in the public schools. If this is true, and I have no 
reason to doubt it, if this general assembly fails to 
legislate on this subject, it will be more than a mis¬ 
take, it will be a great public misfortune. 

I recommend that the general assemby bravely take 
hold of this matter, turn a deaf ear to all who are in¬ 
terested in defeating this reform, and pass a wise, well- 
guarded low, to give this relief to the children of the 
State. 

Such a law involves such great interest that it is 
little wonder that cupidity and greed are alway on 
hand to defeat its enactment. But if such legislation 
-is real reform, I doubt not the wisdom and patriot¬ 
ism of the general assembly are equal to the occasion, 
and will discern the speciousess of objections and 
the selfishness of the special pleading invoked to de¬ 
feat it. Let all the provisions of such a law be so 
perfectly guarded that jobs and schemes will be im¬ 
possible in its execution, and the blessing it will bring 
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to the confiding, tax-burdened citizens of the State- 
will be incalculable.

Whereas, The western portion of North Carolina 
and a small territory within the States of Tennessee 
and Georgia, comprising what is known as the South¬ 
ern Appalachian Mountians, or the great I ron or 
Smoky Mountains, is most eminently adapted for the 
purpose of a national park because of the gradeur and 
beauty of its natural scenery and the salubrious and 
health giving properties of its climate, as well as by 
its location; and 
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Whereas, It is the sense of the general assemby 
that the establishment and maintenance of such a 
park within the territory named will be a project 
worthy of the national government and will contrib¬ 
ute largely to the health, comfort and pleasure of the 
people, as well as to the protection of all rivers and 
water sources, which head there ; now then, 

Be it resolved by the senate of Alabama, the house 
concurring, 1st, That we do hereby heartily endorse 
and approve of the enterprise inaugurated by the Ap¬ 
palachian National Park Association, of Asheville, 

North Carolina, for the establishment of a national 
park within the territory mentioned in the preamble 
hereto, and hereby earnestly request our senators 
and representatives in the congress of the United 
States to use all honorable means to aid, foster and 
encourage the establishment of the park above men¬ 
tioned, and to support the bill, known as s. B. 5518, 
introduced in the U. S. senate by Senator Pritchard, 
of North Carolina, entitled a "bill for the purchase 
of a national forest reserve in the Southern Appa¬ 
lachian Mountains.

I am directed by the governor to communicate to 
the senate a message in writing.

To the senate of Alabama : 

I herewith return to you, without my approval, and 
for reconsideration under the constitution, senate bill 
No. 360, entitled an act to exempt the Brunswick and 
Birmingham Railroad from taxation in the counties 
of Macon and Coosa, for the following reasons : 

Said bill exempts by its provisions, said Brunswick 
and Birmingham Railroad Company from county tax¬ 
ation in the counties of Macon and Coosa for five 
years from the date that said railroad is built; Pro¬ 
vided it shall pass through the town of Tuskegee. 

Under section 6, article 11, of the constitution, such 
an exemption from taxation seems to be prohibited, 
but, independent of constitutional provision, such 
legislation is a departure in the State of Alabama, so 
far as I know, and is against the general policy of the 
State in the exemption of the property of such corpor¬ 
ations from taxation. 

For these reasons, I feel constrained to interpose 
my objection to said bill, and return same to you with 
my objection.

I am directed by the governor to communicate to 
the senate a message in writing.

To the senate of Alabama : 

I regret to have to return to you senate bill No. 345 
without my approval, and for your reconsideration, 
under the constitution. 

Said bill provides that a part of the solicitor's fees 
in cases accruing in the circuit court that came into 
the circuit court from the county court, without a 
conviction below, shall be paid to the county solicitor. 
Under the law, as it now exists, all such fees go into 
the State treasury, in order to provide a fund for the 
payment of solicitors' salaries. This bill makes this 
exception in favor of only the counties of Clarke and 
Choctaw, leaving such fees in all of the other counties 
of the State to be covered into the State treasury. I 
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see no good reason why an exception should be made 
in behalf of two counties, and besides such a prece¬ 
dent will very likely be readily followed two years 
hence, when it may be made to apply to all the coun¬ 
ties of the State, and thereby deprive the State treas¬ 
ury of a large fund, the amount of which I cannot 
estimate. 

Therefore, I am constrained to interpose my objec¬ 
tion to said bill, and return the same to you.

ted the following reply to the invitation : 

ALBANY, N. Y„ February 21st, 1901. 

Hon. Robert L. Hipp, 

Committee for the senate, 
and 

Hon. Erie Pettus and Hon. M. M. Baldwin, 

Committee for the house. 

Gentlemen of the committee : 

I am in receipt of your letter of the 12th instant 
enclosing a copy of a resolution passed by the general 
assembly of Alabama, inviting me to address that 
body at such time as may suit my convenience during 
the present session, which you state is expected to 
continue until about March 1st next. 

I tender the general assembly of Alabama my sin¬ 
cere thanks for the great honor conferred, which is 
very much appreciated, and beg to assure you that 
nothing but imperative engagements requiring my 
presence in this State during the period mentioned, 
prevents my acceptance of your courtesy. 

I trust that at some future time I may be enabled 
to visit Alabama and make the personal acquaintance 
of your legislators and people. 

The reference to political matters contained in the 
resolution, leads me to say that the Democratic party, 
as the great conservative force of the country, is more 
than ever essential to the well-being and safety of the 
republic. The nation is confronted at home by the 
malign influence of corruption and plutocracy, and it 
is threatened abroad by the machinations of the ene¬ 
mies of constitutional government and popular lib¬ 
erty . 

It becomes our duty as patriots and Democrats to 
strengthen our party organization, to unite all ele¬ 
ments of opposition to radicalism, to organize for fu¬ 
ture contests upon right lines so as to make natiodal 
victories again possible, to avoid recriminations, and 
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to subordinate all selfish and personal considerations 
in the exhibition of a widespread national and party 
patriotism. 

We should stand as a solid phalanx in favor of a 
strict construction of the federal constitution, for the 
preservation of the reserved rights of the States, for 
the maintenance of the constitutional currency of our 
fathers, for a system of public taxation imposed for 
public purposes only, for economy in all public expen¬ 
ditures, and for the supremacy of the constitution 
—with all its guarantees—over every portion of our 
national jurisdiction ; and we should resist by every 
honorable means in our power Republican efforts to 
fasten upon our country the evils of militarism, the 
wrongs involved in the diversion of public moneys in 
the shape of congressional subsidies, the tendencies 
towards centralization of power, and the substitution, 
of imperialistic ideas for the plain and simple theories 
of Democratic government. 

Upon all these issues the Democratic party is right, 
and sooner or later the right will surely prevail.

To the General Assembly : 

Under an act of the general assembly of Alabama, 
approved December 10th, 1898, the Alabama Histori¬ 
cal Society appointed a commission consisting of 
Thomas M. Owen, Peter J. Hamilton, Wm. S. Wy¬ 
man, Sam'l W. John and Chas. C. Thach, who were 
charged with the duty "to make a full, detailed and 
exhaustive examination of all the sources and mate¬ 
rials, manuscript, documentary and record, of the 
history of Alabama from the earliest times," etc., and 
"shall embody the result of said examination in a de¬ 
tailed report to the governor of Alabama, prior to the 
next ensuing session of the general assembly, with an 
account of the then condition of historical work in 
the State, and with such recommendations as may be 
desirable." 
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Upon receipt of said report, it is made the duty of 
the governor to "submit said report to the ensuing 
session of the general assembly, with a plan for per¬ 
manently fostering historical interest and the preser¬ 
vation of the records, archives and history of the 
State." 

Owing to providential causes, that report has only 
recently come into my hands, and I embrace the ear¬ 
liest opportunity of transmitting it to you, a copy of 
said report marked Exhibit A, being herewith fur¬ 
nished you for your information. 

The preservation for ready reference and informa¬ 
tion of all the facts of their early history and govern¬ 
ment, is an evidence of the intelligence, worth and 
culture of a people. This report discloses the fact 
that the early history of Alabama is rich in historical 
incident and historical lore. It acquaints us also with 
the fact that the early history of this State and much 
of its subsequent history, and much of its State re¬ 
cords are in danger of being lost for the lack of intel¬ 
ligent and methodical attention. The postponement 
of that attention for a few years will likely cause the 
loss of valuable information, which when once lost 
cannot be acquired again. I cite one instance of error 
in comparatively recent history. I was present when 
two gallant Alabama officers were killed on the field 
of battle in the civil war. Already in the statement 
of the history of that Alabama regiment, the names 
of these two heroes are not mentioned. Those offi- 
ers are credited with men who resigned early in the 
strife. I might instance other inaccuracies, of my 
personal knowledge, and I doubt not many other men 
could do the same thing. So that we owe it to the 
memory of the dead, to the living, and to our State 
pride to secure while we can the true history of our 
State and place it in such permanent form as will in¬ 
sure its accuracy and preservation for ourselves and 
posterity. 

Owing to the lateness or the hour, when the report 
came to me—finding me absorbed in duties incident to 
the session of the general assembly—I cannot present 
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the details of a plan necessary to this important work. 
But—leaving the details to your judgment—I recom¬ 
mend that you pass an act establishing a department 
of Archives and History, and that two or three rooms 
in the basement of the capitol be set aside for the use 
of the department, and that the said department be- 
"charged with the custody of the State Official Ar¬ 
chives" and the collection of historical facts, records 
and antiquities of Alabama, and that a director b& 
appointed to supervise the work and take charge of 
the department. To inaugurate and sustain such a 
department, a small annual or monthly appropriation 
will be necessary. In the present condition of the- 
State's finances, I recommend that you do not appro¬ 
priate more than $2,500 per annum. While this sum 
is insignificant to so worthy an enterprise, the sum 
can be increased by succeeding general assemblies 
when the importance and value of the department 
have been demonstrated, as I feel sure they will be. 

I ought not to leave this matter without calling your 
attention to the thorough and perfect execution of the 
duty imposed on the committee of the Historical So¬ 
ciety, who made this report, especially as it was with 
them a labor of love and patriotism, they having per¬ 
formed this great labor entirely without compensa¬ 
tion. I doubt not you will agree with me that the 
State owes the committee a debt of gratitude for this 
work.

On your reassembling after the recess, I took occa¬ 
sion to call your attention to the very serious condi¬ 
tion the numerous appropriations passed by the leg- 
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islature has placed the treasury of the State. I treed 
not recall figures, with which doubtless you are as 
familiar as I, but it is a matter easily demonstrable, 
if the estimate of the preceding Auditor is to be re¬ 
lied on, that the State will not be in a financial con¬ 
dition to meet the appropriations which have passed. 

I am forced to the conclusion that the deficit will 
leave the State in a very embarrassed condition. 

This is a very unfortunate condition of affairs, not 
only in view of the good name of the State, which, I 
doubt not, is very dear to each of you, bat the time 
is upon us now to begin to refund the public debt, 
which matures in a very short time. If the fact is 
ever made apparent that the State cannot meet the 
liabilities imposed upon it by the general assembly, 
the bonds of the State will more than likely depreciate, 
in value, and possibly make it impossible to negotiate 
other bonds at par, with anything like a reasonable 
rate of interest, so the failure to pay appropriations 
authorized by the general assembly will not be the 
only evil resulting from the present status, hwb we 
will have to confront the very great evil of having to 
pay what, at this time, will be considered aa eaor- 
mons rate of interest, 

I have made the best investigation I caa of the 
treasury, and have stated to you its condition as it 
appears to me. Now, under the constitution, I will 
not be authorized, ever to borrow exceeding $100,000- 
No one will expect of me that I shall exceed that 
limit, as I shall feel that I have no right to violate the 
constitution, I know of no other rule by which to be 
guided, so that, as I have said before, I submit for 
your consideration, that the duty of providing ways 
and means to meet the demands of the State is impos¬ 
ed on you by the constitution, and I request that you 
shall exercise your judgment in making the provis¬ 
ion.

To the Senate of Alabama : 

I return to you herewith senate bill No. 330, with¬ 
out my approval, for reconsideration under the consti¬ 
tution of Alabama. 

Said bill amends section 987 of the code of Ala¬ 
bama, by making a radical change from what has 
been the law for a great many years in the State of 
Alabama. Since Alabama has been a State, so far as 
I know, it has been the law that when the grantee in 
a conveyance, deposits it in the proper office for reg¬ 
istration, such action on the part of the grantee is 
all that the law has required of him for the public to 
have notice of the contents of such conveyance. If 
the recording officer should make a mistake in record¬ 
ing, and a subsequent purchaser should thereby be 
injured or misled, such injured subsequent purchaser 
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has his right of action on the officer, but the grantee 
did not have to suffer by the mistake of the record¬ 
ing officer. This bill provides that after such deed is 
recorded in the office it shall only be notice of the con¬ 
tents of the conveyance as recorded from the day of 
its recording. The effect of the bill will be to require 
all grantees in conveyance to insure the accuracy of 
the records. This is such a complete departure from 
what has been the law and the policy of the State in 
the past, that it seems to me to be unwise and may 
work very great hardships and for that reason, I am 
constrained to withhold my approval of said bill 
and return the same to you without my approval.

Be it enacted hy the General Assem¬ 
bly of Alabama, That all the funds now in the State 
treasury, except such as are regulated by the consti¬ 
tution of Alabama, and by the acts of the congress of 
the United States, be and the same are hereby consol¬ 
idated into one fund, and all distinctions thereof are 
hereby abolished and held for naught. Provided, that 
upon the merger of the income of the agricultural and 
convict departments into the general fund, the charges 
and expenses which would otherwise be paid out of 
such funds, shall be paid out of the general fund."

Provided, that 
in so doing they shall not reduce any such appropria¬ 
tion in an amount exceeding nine and 9-100 per cent, 
of the amount of such appropriation, and provided 
further that the general appropriation of five hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, made for the public schools 
shall not by such prorating be reduced below five hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars for each year. 

"And provided, that they need not prorate the ap¬ 
propriations made for the maintenance of the insane 
hospitals of the State and for the institutes for the 
deaf and dumb and blind, if in their judgment the- 
same should not be reduced. 

The auditor shall draw his warrant for the prorata 
so fixed, and for no more If any special appropria¬ 
tion heretofore made by the general assembly shall 
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have been drawn in part before the passage of this act 
the prorate shall be made upon the whole of such ap- 
priation and be deducted from the unpaid part there¬ 
of."
